MAN AT POINT OF DEATH: 


Theory of Police Is That Girl 


Shot Him and Then At- 
tempted to Commit 
Suicide. 


A man and a woman lie at death's door at 
the Chicago Emergency hospital as the re- 
sult of a mysterious shooting early this 
morning in the Empire hotel, 34 Wabasts 
avenue. 

The woman is Miss auucile McLeod, 10 
years old, 481 South Oakley boulevard. She 
lived at home with her mother and her 
brother. The man is William Niemann, 27 
vers old, a dlamon broker living near Cottage 
Grove avenue and Beventy-seventh street. 
He also is said to be president of the Niemann 
Table company. His death was expected at 
any minute at 8 a. m. 

The poiice theory is that Miss McLeod shot 
Nieman, with whom she went to the hotel 
early in the evening, and then tried to com- 
mit suicide. Niemann had two wounds when 
found in the room, one in the neck and the 
other In the back of the head. No powder 
marks were found on him. Miss McLeod 
was wounded in the breast and powder burns 
were evident. 

Carried Enife in Her Muff. 

Some significance was attached to the fact 
that before Miss McLeod, who lived with her 
parents, left their house at 11 inthe morning 
she took a knife, an ordinary table knife, 
This was found in her muff n the hotel. Itis 
believed that she meditated some violent 
act when she took the knife. 

In her incoherent utterances, as she lay 
on her bed in the hospital, the young woman 
said she had been married to Niemann. She 
talked wildly of an elopement to Milwaukee. 
Hints were gathered of a quarrel following 
this affair.. 

The young woman’s brother, W. J. Mc- 
Leod, was called as soon as his sister re- 
gained consciousness. She asked this, tell- 
ing the attendants to call him up on the tele- 
phone. 

“Call Ashland 231 and tell Willie 
elle isedying,"’ she said. 

When the brother arrived and talked briefly 
with his sister, he cénfirmed the story she 
had told. He said she had been married to 
Niemann a year ago in Milwaukee, but the 
two had lived apart. His sister, he said, 
had sought to persuade Niemann to avow her 
his wife openly, but the latter refused. He 
had been seeking his sister since morning, 
he said, fearing she would do herself some 
injury. He spoke of an attempt at suicide 
a& month ago. 

Urged Him to Claim Her as Wife. 

The young woman, Mr. McLeod said, had 
been extremely anxious to effect more sat- 
fsfactory relations with Niemann. Recently 
she renewed her efforts in this direction, a 
reconciliation being highly desirable, consid- 
ering her condition. It is supposed that Miss 
McLeod met Niemann in the hope of coming 
to an understanding with him on this point. 

The police doubt the story of a legal mar- 
rlage. 5 

P. R. MeLeod is tne father of the young 
woman. He and his wife separated some 
time ago, it is said, and he has been living at 
the Grand Pacific hotel. He left the city 
during the day and could not be found this 
morning. 

Mrs. McLeod, the mother of the giri, sobbed 
when asked over the telephone as to the 
identity of the young woman. She would 
only say: 

es, she is my daughter.“ 

Mrs. McLeod is a woman’s tailor. 

Get Into a Quarrel. 

Niemann and Miss McLeod went to the hotel 
at 10 p. m. They went quietly to their room 
and nothing more was heard there until after 
midnight. Then voices, that beca louder 
minute by minute, came from the room. The 
attendants believed the two were quarreling. 
No distinct words, however, could be made 
out until a climax in the colloquy was 
reached. An alarmed voice, louder than had 
been heard before, wae audible. 

„Don't shoot me,“ it came, please don’t 
shoot.“ 

Strangely enough the hotel employés could 
not be sure whether it was the man or the 
woman speaking. 

The answer to the appeal was a revolver 
shot. A commotion followed, the sound of 
someone falling or moving heavy objects, 
being distinctly heard. Another shot fol- 
lowed, then two more, Hotel employés ran 
hastily to the door and rapped loudly. There 
was no reply. 

Some were for waiting until the police 
could be summoned. Others prevailed upon 
them to force an entrance at once, arguing 
that valuable time might be lost. 

Break In the Door. 
The door accordingly was broken in. The 
woman lay on the bed, the blood pulsating 
from wounds in her chest. She was partly 
clothed. The man was stretched out on the 
fleor, shot in the back of the head. He, too, 
was only partly clothed. 2 

The ambulance from the Harrison street 
police station was called and the victims 
were carried hastily to the hospital. They

had worn excellent clothing. 
Claimed They Were Married. 

Miss McLeod endeavored, even in her ex- 
tremely critical condition, to impress the 
hospital authorities that she was married to 
the man with whom she was found. After 
she had been restored td consciousness she 
talked to the nurses. 

“The woman said she and her husband 
hed not been Hving together for more than a 
year and that they met by chance tonight,” 
seid Secretary G. W. Hancock of the hosp!- 
tal. She said che asked her husband to go 
to the hotel with her and talk over plans for 
a reconciliation. He agreed, and they went 
to the Empire. The circumstances or details 
of’ the interview with her husband she re- 
fused to discuss. 

“ The man was shot in the back and in the 
back of the head. There are no powder 
marks on his wounds. The woman, on the 
other Hand, is shot twice in the breast, and 
the flesh near both of the wounds is burned | 
by powder marks. These statements are the

| It seems probable the shot which 
wounded the man was fired at some distance 
from him, as it would be hard for him to 
reach around to the small of his back and 
inflict a wound and then retain enough 
energy to fire a shot into his head.

Considering all the circumstances, this ree- 
ord is probably the most remarkable in the 
history of the city and testifies to its phenom- 
enal growth and prosperity. 

This becomes the more readily apparent 
when the conditions surrounding the city 
in 1905 are compared with those which ob- 
tained during 1892. 

During this latter period the city was on 
the crést of a great real estate and building 
boom without a parallel in its history. 

It had its beginning in 1890, when, follows 
ing the wild, speculative real estate boom 
which had raged previously like a contagion 
farther west, notably at Wichita, Kansas 
City, and Omaha, and influenced by the ap- 
proaching world’s fair, the city entered upon 
a period of intense trading activity with the 
result that the transactions for that year 
reached the huge total of , 488, 9888. They 
were slightly less in 1891, when the figures

Deterrents Largely Overcome. 

On the other hand, several unfavorable 

conditions have been present naturally tend- 
ing materially to discourage building. Such 
are high material prices and labor wages, 
and notably one of the most protracted and 
disturbing labor troubles in the history of 
the city—the teamsters’ strike. The latter 
came at just that season of the year when 
most of the building projects of the year are 
decided upon and plans arranged. 
80 disturbing to capital was the bitterness 
injected into this struggle that many large 
projects were abandoned forthe year. That 
under these circumstances the building 
operations should have reached the great 
total they did is surprising, and makes the 
showing all the more remarkable. 

Of much significance, too, is the evidently 
slight deterring effect which these high ma- 
terial prices and high wages have had upon 
the year’s operations. Architects and con- 
tractors practically are agreed in the state- 
ment that prospective builders apparently 
have given little consideration to these all 
important matters. This is explained on 
the ground of the unusually profitable re- 
turns enjoyed by all modern, well located 
buildings. 

This is undoubtedly the moving cause be- 
hind the great building operations of the 
year, and must de accepie? as convincing 
evidence of the great prosperity of the city. 
It indicates a remarkably rapid growth 
based on normal, healthy conditions, and for 
this reason has a significance which the 
boom figures of 1802 and thereabouts Bea

While abounding in e details, 
there is probably no other feat..« of the 
year’s building operations of so striking and 
suggestive a character as that covering 
apartment house or flat construction. This 
has been on an unprecedentedly large scale. 

For 1904 the total reached $14,330,000, as 
compared with $7,080,300 for 1903, breaking 
all vious records. It was commented on 
in TRIBUNE's ual real estate review 
of that year as a remarkable shqwing. 

The figures attracted much attention 
among builders and real estate men, and the 
prediction was made that flat building was 
being overdone, The figures for 1005 would 
show a material falling off, they said. 

Instead of that being the case, however, the 
figures for this year, estimating the last half 
of December, show the enormous total of

As to the general character of the build- 
ings there is considerable difference of Opin- 
fon. It is asserted on the one hand that they . 
are of a generally good character, much 

better than was the case a few years ago 
“prior to the enactment of the present tene- 
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ment house ordinance. Then there are many 
architects, builders, and real estate agents 
who assert that many poorly constructed, 
“skin” buildings are being erected; build- 
ings constructed for the sole purpose of sell- 
ing to unsophisticated investors. 


South Side Leads City. 


It will undoubtedly be a surprise to most 
people to learn that the south division of the 
city leads in flat construction. This in spite 
of the fact that a vast amount of building has 
gone on in what is termed the Wilson avenue 
district in the north division of the city. 
Attention has been called several times in the 
newspapers to the great activity in this 
section and many persons have come to be- 
lie ve that building there easily would lead 
that in any other section of the city. 

The figures, however, show the south divi- 
gion has the huge total of $8,211,200, against 
67,340,000 for the north. The southwest di- 
vision shows a total of $3,827,200 and the 
northwest $2,902,500. 

It undoubtedly is the fact, however, that 
no other section of the city has approached 
the Wilson avenue district in the amount 


ot this class of building. Here between the 


Wilson avenue and Sheridan road station of 
the Northwestern elevated railroad and ex- 
tending perhaps to Foster avenue, and from 
the lake on the east to Clark street on the 
west, practically all the flat building in the 
north division has been confined. 

In the south division, which comprises a 
great area of territory, the building has been 
scattered. But it has been condensed in the 
Wilson avenue district into so few blocks 
that the effect has been striking and impres- 
sive. Solid blocks of these buildings have 
been erected in places, and 20 a superficial 
observer the entire district presents the view 

a seemingly unbroken mass of them. 


Figures on Residence Building. 


An analysis of the residence building of 
the year is productive of interesting 
and suggestive developments. Conspicuous 
among these is the fact that the northwest 
division of the city, which was the lowest in 
the matter of flat construction, leads all the 
other divisions in the matter of residence con- 
struction. 

The great south division heretofore has he'd 
first place in this respect, but during the 
present year the northwest division exceeds 
it by $847,200, the figures being $758,300 for 
the south as againat $1,105,500 for the ncrth- 
west. When it is considered further that 
structures costing less than $5,000 are not 
included in these figures, and that probably 
more below this figure than above it were 
erected in the latter division, the compara- 
tive showing becomes the more striking. All 


the more because comparatively few of these 


cheaper houses were erected in the south di- 
vision. 

It simply goes to show what must be ac- 
cepted as a great sociological fact, that the 
foreign elements of Chicago’s population; 
which predominate in the northwest di- 
vision of the city, are greater home builders 
and are more attached to the individual home 
than the more well to do native born ele- 
ment which predominates in the south di- 
vision. 

Of course, all these home builders and home 
buyers in the northwest division are not for- 
But they unquestionably make up 
@ larger proportion of the population there 
than in any other division of the city. 

Of the other divisions of the city the north 
shows a total residence construction of $725,- 
000, while the southwest division ig) at the 
bottom with a total of $260,800. 


Factories and Warehouses. 


Another exceedingiy interesting and sug- 
gestive feature of the year's building is that 
covering factory and warehouse construc- 
tion. Here again the totals not only run far 
ahead of the figures of 1904, but also estab- 
lish a new record for the city. For 1904 
the figures were $4,646,500, and showed a 
material decrease as compared with 1903, 
when the total was 35,229, 000. 

During the present year, however, this 
class of construction has reached the great 
‘total of $11,235.000, an increase of $3,589,000, 
or nearly 150 per cent. 

It should be stated, however, that in this 
year’s figures are included the permits issued 
for the great plant now being constructed by 
Bears, Roebuck & Co., on Harvard street, on 
the west side, which. aggregate a total cost 

of $4,740,000. Strictly speaking, perhaps, they 
should not be classified under the factory 
and warehouse head. But the general char 
acter of the plant, with its thousands of 
prospective employés, seems to ally it more 
closely with this than any otuwer clase of 
business. 

Even excluding this, the year's figures show 
A great gain over those of the previous year, 
and indicate most clearly the enormous in- 
dustrial growth of the city. This is indi- 
cated furtner by the exceedingly sharp de- 
mand which has prevailed all during the year, 
save, perhaps, during the heated period of 
the teamsters st for all well located 
factory sites with switching facilities. 
This demand has been much in excese of the

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This is understood by those who have 
followed the market 1 ot the year 
closely. They have noted how more exten- 
sively than ever before transactions in cen- 
tral business property. have been in the 
nature of long term ground leases. These, 
while equivalent to practical transfers, and 
nearly always involving property of large 
value, carry with them no consideration, and 
consequently cut absolutely no figure in the 
total consideration of the year. 

What they do mean, however, is shown in

Nominal Considerations Named. 


Again there has been a decidedly growing 
tendency during the year to place a ngminal 
consideration in deeds. Frequently thé value 
of the property involved mounts into the 
hundreds of thousands. Two cases in point 
have occurred recently involving the sale 
of the Mallers building at the southwest cor- 
ner of La Salle and Quincy streets, and the 
Lesher building at Franklin street and 
Charles place. 

The actual price paid for the former is 
understood to have been around $500,000, and 
for the latter $400,000, and yet the considera- 
tions named in the deeds were $1. These are 
only two of many similar transactions dur- 
ing the year, the purpose being, of course, 
to mislead the assessors_as to the actual 
value of the property. It ts doubtful, how- 
ever, whether this expedient is successful 
to any part.cular extent. 0 

A knowledge ef thes. things is esser tial 
to an accurate understanding of actual mar- 
ket conditions. It gives to the year’s record 
an importance and significance which it 
would not have otherwise. 

The year's market has presented many in- 
teresting features and in its entirety makes 

t the best showing: or any year in the 
history of the cily. ‘Lue tigures, of course, 
fall much short of those of the great boom 
years of 1890, 1891, and 1892. But consider- 
ing that the trading has been on u abso- 
lutely legitimate basis, entirely devoid of 
the speculative element which constituted 
the principal feature of those boom years, it 
will be seen that the smaller figures of this 
year stand for more solid, material progress 
than the inflated figures of the former. g

The increase over 1904 is 827.911.644, or 24.9 
per cent, an exceedingly fine showing. A 
significant feature of this is the fact that 
the greater part of this increase has come 
with the last half of the year. 

The market hag been one of steady, pro- 
gressive development, the ratio of gain over 
the corresponding months of 1904 increasing 
steadily with the advancement of the year. 
It reached: an increasé of over 40 per cent in 
October and about 85 per cent in November. 
Among brokers generally this is regarded 
as an encouraging fact. The general condi- 
tions surrounding the market during this 
latter part of the year are such as to inspire 
the belief that this steady and rapid im- 
provement is the precursor of a period of 
much greater and more general activity. 

During the early part of the year the mar- 
ket little more than held its own as com- 
pared with the corresponding period a year 
ago. There was some gain, but not of a 
pronounced character. But it became more 
noticeable as spring advanced, 


Effect of Teamsters’ Strike. 


Brokers were beginning to regard the sit- 
uation as decidedly promising when suddenly 
the teamsters’ strike developed, and as the 
trouble became more serious and the chances 
of settlement more remoté the market suf- 
fered. : 

Curious to relate, however, it did not suffer 
nearly to the extent that many anxious 
brokers feared, for despite a chorus of gloomy 
predictions a goodly number of buyers kept 
turning up who seemed to believe that Chi- 
cago realty had some future in spite of tne 
strike. This buying element was found 
among both the large and small investors. 
The result was that the volume of transac- 
tions even during the most serious time of the 
strike compared well with the corresponding 
period a year ago. 

Many prospective buyers, however, un- 
doubtedly were kept out of the market be- 
cause of this trouble, waiting to see along 
what lines a settlement was to be reached. 
They did not hesitate to declare that if it 
was favorable to the teamsters their money 
would remain in their pockets. When it be- 
came apparent that the employers were to 
win they undoubtedly formed an important 
part of that buying element. 


Market Becomes Broader. 


This has been refiected not only in the 
volume of the recorded transfers, but in a 
marked and general broadening of the mar- 
ket as well. This has included two classes 
of Chicago realty notoriously dead for years: 
intermediate property and acres. It is true 
that this development has not been of a gen- 
eral character—this is: it has not included 
intermediate property and acres genera!ly. 
But the fact that any material movement 
has developed in these classes of property 
is a most encouraging and significant sign. 

As regards intermediate property the prin- 
cipal developments have been on Indiana 
avenue, between Sixteenth and Twenty-sec- 
ond streets; on Michigan avenue, between 
Twelfth and Sixteenth streets particularly: 
and on Wabash avenue, and lately on State 
street, north of Twenty-second. 


As indicating the volume of trading along 


Indiana avenue it may be said that one firm, 
in the course of a few months, acquired over 
1,000 feet of frontage at an aggregate con- 
sideration of around $300,000. Michigan ave-

home buying of the medium and cheaper 
class has been on a much larger scale prob- 
ably than during any previous year in the 
history of the city. Buuders and subdivid- 
ers who have made a businese of erecting 
and selling these classes of buildings, and 
many more have been engaged in the busi- 
ness than during 1004, have found it impos- 
sible to meet the demand. 

This class of business suffered considerably 
during the teamsters’ strike. With itesettle- 


tinued brisk during the remainder of the 
year. 


Downtown Transfers Heavy. 


Of course, transactions in central business 
property constitute the most important fea- 
ture of the market. During the year they 
have exceeded in number those of any previ- 
ous year for a long period. During 1904 they 
numbered forty-one, which was regarded 
as an unusually good showing; but during 
the present year.they number seventy-one 
and involve property of the aggregate value 
of $19,856,150. 

As regards values, there is no doubt they 
have strengthened greatly, especially in the 
choicest section of the retail district. Indeed, 
along State street, if store rents and offers 
reported to have been made and refused for 
ninety-nine year ground leases are to be ac- 
cepted as criterions, values have soared to 
absolutely startling heights. 

Thus Joseph Leiter is said to have refused 
an offer of 600,000 annual ground rent for the 
property at the southeast corner of State and 
Jackson boulevard, 40 by 144 feet, occupied 
by the Spaulding Jewelry company. Mr. 
Leiter’s proposition is said to have been 
$60,000 to start with and an addition of $1,000 
a year until $80,000 is reached, which is to 
obtain during the remainder of the term. 

The latter rent is 4 per cent on $2,000,000, 
which is at the rate of $50,000 a front foot 
and over $347 a square foot. It may be possi- 
ble that in 1925 this will look cheap. But at 
the present time it is a trifle startling, to say 
the least. 

Again it is reported that Frazin & Oppen- 
heim, who in 1904 leased from Ethelbert 
Peake the property at 187-189, occupied by 
John T. Shayne & Co., for a term of ninety- 
nine years at an annual rent of $22,500, have 
refused an offer of $10,000 bonus a year for 
their leasehold. Their present lease is 4 per 
cent on $562,500, or $21,226 a front foot and 
| $144.40 a square foot, which has been re- 
garded generally as an excessive figure. 

But the offer said to have been turned down 
to 4 per cent on $812,500, or $29,595 a front 
foot and $193 a square foot. Other startling 
propositions are reported to have been made 
and turned down along that street, notably 
that involving the property at the northeast 
corner of Adams and State, occupied by 
Peacock, the jeweler, all of which tend to un- 
settle all preconceived ideas of values. 


One Transfer Shows Conditions. 


been but one 
transaction involving this class of property, 
that being the premises 217-219, on the east 
side of the street between Adams and Jack- 
son. It was leased by the Henry Kohn estate 
to Henry C. Lytton for ninety-nine years at 4 
per cent on a valuation of $129 a square foot, 
which was regarded generally as an exceed- 
ingly moderate figure. 

Values in Wabash avenue also. have 
strengthened, especially during the latter 
part of the year. Clark and La Salle street 
frontage, as well as that of several of the 
cross streets, undoubtedly is held at stronger 
figures. 

Outside of the better part of the central dis- 
trict, however, values still are low. Indeed, 
taken as a whole, they are, in the opinion of 
brokers and others familiar with values in 
other cities, relatively lower than elsewhere. 


Reasons for the Activity. 


A knowledge of this fact, coupled with the 
remarkable growth of the city, the hand 
some returns enjoyed by all, even fairly well 
improved properties, and a well defined gen- 
eral movement toward realty investments 
are thought to be the moving causes behind 
the present upturn Im the market.

“Apostolic College” to Be Chosen Next

John Alexander Dowie outlines, in a gen- 
eral way, his plans for the future in the cur- 
rent number of Leaves of Healing, which ap- 
peared yesterday. Appreciating the gravity 
of his illness, the leader of Zion is preparing 
to put the control of the church and its vari- 
ous interests in the “apostolic college” 
which he has announced. This college is to 
consist of eleven members besides Dr. Dowie. 

The college, the prophet indicates, is to be 
modeled after the apostolic band chosen by 
Christ and is to complete the organization 
of the Christian Catholic Church of Zion. 

In making announcements concerning this 
new body Dr. Dowle also speaks of his own 
physical condition. He writes that he is not 
strong and is wearied by continued literary 
labor. Hence he must needs take arest. He 
is hopeful of regaining his strength and of 
returning, in time to continue his work. 


Dowie Writes of OcNege. 
Concerning the college, Dr. Dowie writes: 
The time has come, in my judgment, when 

I should take preliminary steps toward the 
formation of the complete apostolic college. 
I have summoned all the overseers from their 
various fields of labor to meet mein Zion City 
| the Ist day of June, 1906, and to be with me 
throughout the whole of that month, and 
also through the whole of the feast of tab- 
ernacles, the following month. They will 
also be with me at the anniversary of the 
apostolic declaration, Sept. 18, 1906, on which 
day the apostolic college will be completed.“ 
In another place Dr. Dowie makes it plain 
that the college will become the grinding 
force in Zion. He writes: 
The apostolic men, whom God will doubt- 
less give us, will, we trust, speedily prove 
therfiselves equal to the tremendous burdens 
and responsibilities which will at once de- 
volve upon them in the care of the church 
throughout the world.’’ 


Will Leave Zion, Seeking Health. 

Dowie also announces that he shortly will 
leave Zion City, seeking to regain his health 
elsewhere. 

The exact date of this, of course, I do not 
feel it well at this moment to give,“ he 
states. But it will involve, I fear, separa- 
tion from my beloved city and home and 
work for awhile.

PROTEST AGAINST GROWTH

Speakers at Public Conference Say More 
Little Ones Are Employed in Spite 
of All Laws. 


Despite all efforts to check its progress, the 
exploitation of children in the United States 
le increasing by leaps and bounds, according 
to the speakers at the public confcrence 
called by the national child labor committee 
at Sinai temple last night. 

Miss Jane Addams, who found comfort in 
the fact that Illinois’ law made this the 
banner state of the union, nevertheless 
warned her audience that the law, unsup- 
ported, could not withstand the persistent 
attack of the Chicago theatrical interests 
long. She urged a boycott against those 
managers who exploited children on the 
stage. 

Gov. Charles 8. Deneen presided at the 
meeting, but confined his introductory re- 
marks to a brief résumé of the situation in 
this state. 

“The literature of the church,“ declared 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, in opening the meeting, 
“is full of significant warnings not to sacri- 
fice our children on the smoking altars of 
Moloch. This sacrifice to greed must stop.“ 

Dr. Felix Adler of New York, chairman of 
the national committee, declared that the in- 
difference of the American people to this 
growing evil was appalling. 

The menace is growing.“ he said. “In 
1900 the southern states had 24,000 children 
at work in factories; today, in the face of 
persistent agitation, they have 60,000 children 
drudging in their milis, agd they cry for 
more.“

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MAYOR WINS I. M. O. MEN 
TO HIS TRACTION PLAN. 


Addresses Delegate Convention at 72 
Randolph Street, Dispelling Opposi- 
tion and Getting Vote of Thanks. 


At the I. M. O. delegate convention, held 
at 72 Rapdolph street last night, representa- 
tives of every organization in Chicago in 
favor of municipal ownership, immediate or 
otherwise, were present. Labor unions, 
turner societies, socialists, populists, and 
anarchists were included. Mayor Dunne had 
promised to attend and it was planned to put 
him on the rack. A good many of the dele- 
gates were doubtful as to whether they could 
continue to support the mayor’s traction 
policy. 

The mayor arrived at 10:30 o’clock. He 
was called to the platform and said in part: 

“IT hope that in this league at least I can 
feel assured of support in the traction fight. 
When elected I did not expect attacks from 
the rear. I did not expect that sixteen out 
of thirty-two aldermen, in view of the ex- 
pressions of the people at the ballot box, 
would fight against municipal ownership.

AUTOCRACY IN LAST WEEKS? 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
ST. PETERSBURG, Dee. 15, via the Fron- 
tier, Dec. 16.—The population of the capital 
is now generally accepting the view that 
the autocracy is entering on its last weeks. 
The manifesto which was launched today 
jointly by a committee of workmen's dele- 
gates, the peasants’ union, and the, social 
democratic executive, appealing to the na- 
tion at large to join them in overthrowing 
the existing system, is meeting with wide- 
spread support. Six St. Petersburg newspa- 
pers published the manifesto, although they 
were aware it was a declaration of open re- 
bellion. Their editors are now awaiting im- 
Prisonmerit in the fortress of St. Peter and 
St. Paul for their action; but the reaction- 
aries evidently are afraid to attempt to make 
wholesale arrests. : ; 

The emperor himself is deeply shaken by 
the manifesto. He has Sanctioned a rescript, 
which will be published next Tuesday, de- 
claring the delegates to the forthcomng im- 
perlal douma shall be elected by universal 
suffrage and secret ballot. This is his re- 
sponse to the manifesto which ignores the 
douma and demands a constituent assem- 
bly, whose work willl be to act as the receiver 
for the bankruptcy of the Russian govern- 
ment. 

There are many evidences of the unfeasibil- 
ity of 4 military dictatorship. The colonel of 
the Preobranjesky regiment, the senior of 
the guards regiments, ordered his men to read 
no newspapers except the Novoe Vremya. 
This order was immediately defied, and hun-

MANIFESTO COMES LIKE A BOMB. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.} 

ST. PHu..wSBURG, Friday, Dec. 15, via 
Eydtkuhnen, East Prussia, wee. 16.—The 
proletariat manifesto, in which the govern- 
ment is openly defied, was issued this morn- 
ing. It has created a tremendous sensation. 

The document is signed by the members of 
the Workmen's council, the committeeof he 
Pan-Russian union, and the central commit- 
tees of the social democrats, social revolu- 
tionists, and socialists of Poland. 

This great step of the revolutionaries which 
throws, down the gage of battle to the govern- 
ment was prepared with such secrecy tuat the 
authorities Were taken off their guard, and 
did not even attempt to prevent its publi- 
cation in the newspapers. 


The revolutionary leaders expect the mani-- 


festo will be followed by reprisals and ar- 
rests, but all this has been foreseen. 

The leaders laid their plans deeply before 
issuing the manifesto. New committees of 
the various organizations have been elected 
in the third and fourth degrees. If one set 
of committees is put behind the bars another 
will take {ts place and carry on the work. 

The League of Leagues was not asked to 
join. in the manifesto, being regarded with 
some jealousy by the proletariat organisa- 
tions which claim to be bearing the brunt 
of the revolution and to be entitled to the 
fruits thereof. } 

The proletariat leaders claim to Have ab- 
solute knowledge that the government has 
just issued $125,000.000 in paper money. 

Under the provisions of the press law the 
editor of every paper which printed the man- 
ifesto has rendered himself liable to eight 
months’ imprisonment and $1,500 fine. Now 
must come the test of the government's 
power. 

The liberals, incensed at count de Witte's 
econtemptuous reply to the zemstvo resolu- 
tions, are contemplating a plan to hold elec- 
tions for a constituent independent govern- 
ment.

Another 
prophet was scrubbing the floor, and in a 
rear room a prophet was filing something in 
a vise. Other prophets were kicking” a 
press, setting type, making mattresses, up- 
holstering chairs, grinding scissors, sewing 
men’s trousers, and writing sermons.

T. E. RYAN, lawyer, St. Charles, III. 

The charge against Senator Smith is that 
of influencing a federal officer to neglect his 
duty. The same charge is made against his 
law partner, Wilson. Ryan is charged with 
accepting money and railroad passes from 
Smith and Wilson, while he was a special in- 
spector for the interior department. 

The indictment of Smith, Wilson, and Ryan 
is the outcome of a land transaction in Hodg- 
man county. W. A. Hannah, a settler, was 
convicted at the Wichita term of the federal 
court for perjury in connection with the final 
proof in a homestead entry, fined $100, and 
sent to jail for ten days. 

Smith and Wilson were Hannah’s attor- 
neys. It was charged that they got $500 
from him before he was convicted and $500 
afterward. for their influence to gave him 
from being rigerously prosecuted. They 
were to use their influence with Ryan, the 
inspector. 

The grand jury claimed Smith and Wilson 
had paid Ryan money to influence his action 
in these cases, but the sum is notgiven. The 
jury said it was unknown to it. 

It is also charged that Smith got Ryan 
two railroad passes from Kansas City to 
New Orleans and return and one pass from 
St. Louis to Kansas City and retugn.

I am not crit- 
icising the woman's club; it is a splendid in- 
stitution; I am merely calling the attention 
of you club women to the fact that your chil- 
dren, like other children, may become de- 
linquents if they are not given the proper 
care.

COMMISSIONER WHALEN FOR 
USE OF IRON PIPE DRAINS. 


Health Official, in Address Before Chi- 
cago Medical Society, Points Dangers 
of Tiles Breaking. , 


a 

Dr. Charles J. Whalen, commissioner of 
health, made a plea for iron pipes and an 
attack on the use of tile for drains last night 
in a speech delivered in the public lbrary 
under the auspices of the Chicago Medical 
society, which is understood unantmously 
to favor iron as opposed to tile drain pipes. 

Dr. Whalen pointed to the danger to health 
22 from broken and leaky drains. He 
said: 2 

“Tile drain offers a temptation to the un- 
scrupulous builder,-who so easily can. after 
the building has been passed as finished, se- 
cure some plumbing fixtures, break into the 
tile drain, ang install the fixtures after his 
own fashion to the detriment of the occu- 
pants of the building. 

“The gases arising from the leaks and 
breaks in drains have a positive effect upon 
all classes of persons breathing ten, uy 
lowering their vital resistance, and thus 
increasing their susceptibility to disease.

LOBBY THREATENS 
PHILIPPINE BILL. 


(Continued from first page.) 


but also may annihilate the cane fields of 
Louisiana and the beet farms of Michigan, 
Colorado, and California. 

„The bill reducing the rate of duty on Phil- 
ippine sugar and tobacco to 25 per cent of 
that paid by the rest of the world will have 
a practically unanimous support in the ways 
and means committee. The members of 
that body realize that our importations from 
the Philippines are today in spfte of our close 
connections with the islands a great deal less 
than one-sixth of the sugar imported from 
the rest of the East Indies, and the supply 
of sugar we get from Cuba today is more 
than twenty times as much as that which 
comes from the Philippines. 

It is a self-evident proposition that the only 
people who Have to fear the reduction of the 
tariff on Philippine sugar are the producers 
in Cuba and the East Indies. With absolute 
free trade between the continent of the 
United States and its insular possessions it 
would take a generation at least to develop 
the Philippine islands up to a point where 
they could produce sugar enough to take the 
place of all the other foreign supply. Until 
they de this free trade with the Philippines 
can have po perceptible effect upon the beet 
sugar farmers and the cane sugar planters 
of the United States. 


Tobacco Claims Preposterous. 

The situation as regards tobacco is even 
more preposterous. Our importations of leaf 
tobacco from Cuba are only 81.000 000 greater 
for the ten months quoted under reciprocity 
than they were for a similar period when the 
full rates were exacted. 

The tobacco growers in Connecticut, Wis- 
consin, Virginia, and Kentucky have not lost 
a fraction of a cent by the reciprocity treaty 
with Cuba, and the imports from the Philip- 
pines never have reached the dignity of de- 


ing entitled to a separate column in the cus- 


toms report. 

Nevertheless the sugar and tobacco lobbies 
are prosecuting their campaign day and 
night, and they have secured pledges from 
a number of republican congressmen in var- 
ious parts of the country that they will bolt 
the decision of the party caucus, defy the 
recommendation of the president and secre- 
tary of war, and vote to retain the present 
burdensome tariff which reQuires vur own 
people who have gone from the United 
States and settied in the Philippine islande 
to pay as much duty as foreigners. 

Representatives of the tobacco growers 
of New York, Connecticut, Florida“ and 
Georgia were heard by the ways and means 
committee today and they all took the ground 
that the passage of this bill would destroy 
absolutely the industries they represented. 


Twice Proved to Be False. 


Exactly the same arguments were made 
by representatives of the same interests 
when the Cuban reciprocity measure was 
under consideration and also when the orig- 
inal Philippine tariff bill was framed, as a 
result of which a coricession of 25 per cent 
from. the Dingley rates was made on all 
Philippine products entering into this coun- 
Wy... 

The value of exports of tobaceo from the 
Philippine islands to the United States is 
so absurdly small as ‘to make these argu- 
ments little short of ridiculous. The total 
exportation of tobacco from the Philippine 
isiands for the fiscal year of 1905 was only 
$1,990,198. That was small enough in itself, 
but the value of all Philippine tobacco re- 
ceived in the United States during the last 


fiscal year was only $8,820. 

Our importations of Philippine tobacco in- 
stead of increasing in the last two years has 
declined enormously, because In 1908 we took

Every effort was made by potent and in- 
fluential steel men to keep the Vetter-Packer 
scandal a secret. 


Find 150 Love Letters. 

Mrs. Vetter is at the Hotel Lincoln suf- 
fering from nervous prostration, and, al- 
though in too nervous a condition to speak 
at length about her suit, declares that she 
will fight the case to a finish in the courts. 

There are about 150 letters written by Mr. 
Packer to Mrs. Vetter which 1 in the 
case. 

It is alleged that the promise of marriake 
was made while Mr. Packer and Mrs. Vetter 
were on one of their trips east tn Philadel- 
phia, about two years ago, and that Mr, 
Packer refused to fulfill the contract last 
February. Mr. Packer denies everything 
regarding the promise of marriage in his 
answer to Mrs. Vetter’s suit. 

Mrs. Vetter’s husband was William Vetter, 
a relative of one of the prominent Pittsburg 
families. He died about ten years ago, leav- 
ing his widow and a son about 2 years old 
at that time.

WIFE FORGIVES AFTER OTHER 


Mra. Kittie McClain Has Annulled the 
Divorce She Obtained in Vain t- 
fort to Save Robert from Prison 
for Bigamy—Mrs. Elisabeth Mets, 
‘with Whom fe moped, ‘Begins 
Prosecution.

After obtaining a divorce in a vain at- 
tempt to save her husband from a perfiten- 
tlary sentence for bigamy; Mrs. Kittie C.

Arrested Two Hours Later. 
Two hours after the reconciliation with his 
wife he was arrested on complaint of Mrs. 
Metz. This time he was indicted for bigamy. 
Again McClain appealed to his wife to save 
him from the penitentiary. She obtained a 
divorce from him jin order to annul the big- 
amy. A bill was filed and a decree granted, 
but the state refused to give up the prosecur 
tion, and McClain was sent to Joliet. 
Mrs. McClain filed a bill to set aside the 
decree, and four months ago, when the de- 
fendant was released from Joliet on parole, 
he returned to his then divorced wife. Judge 
Mack asked the attorneys to bring them be- 
fore him. They appeared and the court 
brought their marriage back to its legal 
status by annulling the decree of divorce.

MAJ. LEWIS B. MITCHELL DEAD. 


Resident of City for Forty-five Years 
Passes Away—Sketch of His

Members Will Steer It Clear of 
the Tracks of Both Cullom 


and Yates, 


WANT PEOPLE TO DECIDE. 


Jacksonville Aspirant for Senato- 
rial Toga Must Make His 
Own Fight. 


Richard Yates as a senatorial candidate 
was the Interesting subject for discussion 
yesterday at a conference of Chicago mem- 
bers of the Deneen combination. The result 
is a “‘ gentleman's agreement to the effect 
that the combination does not exist so far 
as the senatorial campaign is concerned. 

Gov. 3 talked the matter over with 
Roy O. West And James Reddick in the aft- 
ernoon, but was unable to attend the night 
conference when most of the Deneen party 
managers were present. 

It was agreed that individually the men 
do as they liked in their districts, or as their 
do as they like in their districts, or us their 
people make it plain to them they will have 
to do, It was pointed out that announcements 
as to position one way or another in the 
matter were a bit premature and there might 
have to be some reversals of opinion. 

That there will be a division of opinion 
among the Deneen leaders is certain and for 
this reason they easily reached the agree- 
ment to treat the senatorial campaign as a 
thing apart from other political contests. 


Deneen Is for Instructions. 

Under the cover of the Yates-Cullom con- 
test it will not be difficult for interested cor- 
porations to elect men to the general assem- 
bly unless some special precautions are 
taken. Deneen has been endeavoring. to 
guard against this by advising that candt- 
dates for the legislature be pledged to vote 
az their people instruct them in electing Cul- 
lom’s successor. It is argued that then there 
will not be republican candidates labeled 
Fates and republican candidates labeled 
“Cullom,” but republican candidates who 
are pledged to vote as taeir districts go on 
the primary vote. 

It is predicted that the candidates them- 
selyes will adopt the plan and will be the first 
to agree that they shall consider themselves 
bound by the primary vote. 

By avoiding a multiplicity of partisan can- 
didates it is thought the party organization 
can exercise more oversight with regard to 
legislative candidates and can head off some 
of the undesirable ones. 


For Sectecy of Ballot.“ 

The amendment the governor wants to the 
primary law is one which will insure the 
secrecy of the ballot. In spite of critics who 
compare the Illinois primary law to the Wis- 
consin act to the disadvantage of the former 
it is becoming apparent that Deneen man- 
aged to avoid the thing which in Wisconsin 
the law allows—the nomination of candidates 
who may receive no more than 15 or 20 per 
cent of the vote. 

In addition to this and the proposed anti- 
pass legislation there is pretty certain to bea 
demand for a more comprehensive gas act, 
extending the power of control of ene rates 
to other cities of the state. 

For these and other purposes it 10 held 
necessary to get the people interested in the 
character of the men they send to Spring- 
neld and not allow them to forget all state 


issues in the contest between Yates and 


Cullom. 


Want Barefoot“ Campaign. 

Mr. Yates was scheduled to confer with 
his friends in Chicago, but he called the meet- 
ing off and remained in Springfield. It is 
said to have been determined praetically that 
he will not have a big organigation. While 
some of his friends have told him that it was 
necessary, his advisers in the state organiza- 
tlon have urged strongly against it. They 
tell him to conduct a “‘ barefoot ’’ campaign 
and thus to make his candidacy as different 
as possible from Cullom’s., 

TBe present senator is relying entirely on 
the work to be done by the federal organiza- 
tion throughout the state. He rests on his 
record, .Of course the work is carried on 
as thoroughly as organization methods can 
make it, and Cullom’s presence in the state 
or absence frgm it is immaterial. 

Yates, on the other hand, will present 
himself as a man without an organization, 
relying on his own personal efforts to win 
the support of the voters with hisrissues.

Merit Board Secks Remedy. 

The civil service commission is seeking for

the-efficiency records in almost every depart- 
ment in the municipal service. 

A remedy that the commission is consider 
ing is the introduction of ‘time clocks to 
record the punctuality of employés. In addi- 
tion the commission will attempt to induce 
department and bureau heads to give closer 
attention to the efficiency record, 


Theater Violates Building Laws. 

Fire Inspector John C. McDonnell reported 
that the Folly theater is a babitual violator 
of the city building ordinances. The in- 
spector on many occasions found the swing- 
ing doors of the theater bolted during per- 
formances. The theater is protected by an 
injunction restraining the city from enforc- 
ing the ordinance.

The city service is no place for an ambi- 
tious young man,“ he said. ‘* The pay is 
small and you are always hampered by the 
‘politicians and the civil service rules. You 
are expected to play politics and yet live up 
to the merit rules. You cannot serve two 
such bosses.’ 

Street Fakers Get Licenses. 

The council compensation committee took 
the ban off street peddlers and fakers for the 
next ten days. Within two hours afterward 
more than 200 Greeks and Italians crowded 
into the second floor corridor and secured 
permits to sell toys and noveltfes.

Earl Grey's appearance at the show is due 
partly to his personal interest in live stock, 
but most of all to the great hopes which the 
Canadians have of capturing the champion- 
ship ribbon and other prizes galore. They 
have some exceedingly strong entries. 


Day of College Rivalry. 


The day was given up to the agricultural 
students, whose crack teams of judges were 
given an opportunity to pass upon the merits 
of the stock. Nowhere is the competition 
likely to prove keener than between the seven 
agricultural colleges, which pride themselves 
upon the young experts whom they turn out. 

As the prize animals were trotted around, 
each amateur judge made a note of its points, 
gave the total marking which the animal

Dr. Ludwig Hektoen, pathologist at Rush 
Medical college, described the autopsy, per- 
formed May 21. 

There is no absolutely direct connection.“ 
the report of the autopsy said, *“‘ between the 
facture of the jaw and the pneumonia, which 
developed more than a week afterward, when 
the patient was making satisfactory progress 
toward recovery.” 

Mr. Fake offered to introduce evidence that 
would sho he pneumonia was the direct re- 
sult of the patient’s weakened condition, but 
the court overruled it.

Indiana Law to Be Tested.

Packers’ Rates Below Cost. 


The indictment in Kansas City on Friday 
of the Burlington railroad and some of its 
officials and the packing houses of Armour, 
Swift, and Nelson Morris for paying and ac- 
cepting rebates on their export provisions 
shipped from Kansas City has brought to 
light the fact that the packing companies 
have used the power which their enormous 
tonnage gives them to force the railroads to 
reduce rates for thelf benefit elther by tarif 
or rebate and that some of the roads have 
gone out of the business of hauling the pack- 
ers’ stuff rather than haul it at a loss. 

One road that has frankly taken this action 


is the Rock Island. For a year it has been 


curtailing on this business, cutting off the 
fast trains which the packers require for 
the transportation of their fresh meats and 
provisions, until two weeks ago the Rock 
Island suspended that business entirely. This 
applies on east bound business from the Mis- 
souri river only and not on west bound busi- 
ness, which all the roads compete for. It 
was shown by President Stickney of the 
Great Western; during the trial of the cattle 
cases before Judge Bethea, that the packing 
companies had forced the railroads to carry 
their products at a lower rate than was 
charged for live cattle.

Immediately following the announcement 
that John Hill Jr. had resigned from the 
board of trade and that he would take legal 
Steps to stop trading in bids and offers two 
of: the large commission houses, Bartlett. 
Frazier & Carrington and Ware & Leland, 
sent out notices to their customers that pend- 
ing the final decision of the higher courts 
they would discontinue trading in bids and 
offers. 

The position which will be taken by the 
board of trade officials was outlined by Wal- 
ter Fitch, chairman of the market report 
committee. Mr. Fitch stated that the com- 
mittee held a meeting yesterday morning 
at which it was decided to recommend to the 
directors of the board at their meeting next 
Tuesday that the resignation of John Hill 
Jr. be accepted, to take effect at once. 


Ready to Oppose Hill. 

As to what steps would be taken by the 
board if Mr. Hill should make good his inten- 
tion of taking legal steps to compel the dis- 
continuance of trading in bids and offers, Mr. 
Fitch said: ‘‘ As regards Mr. Hill's threats 
against the membership of the board, the 
officials of the board will have no trouble in 
defending their position. They are not trad- 
ing in puts and calls, but in bids and or- 
fers,’ which Judge Gary, one of the most able 
jurists in the state, has pronounced legal.” 


Milwaukee Seeks the Trading. 
Membership on the Milwaukee chamber 
of commerce, it is said, advanced during the 
day from §200 to $250, in the hope that trade 
in privileges would be diverted to the Mil- 
waukee exchange as a result of the announce- 
ment that John Hul would take legal steps 
to abolish trading in bids and offers on the 
Chicago board of trade.

Gadsden Effingham has sent from his ranch, which 
is delightfully situated in the valley of the Brazos, 
probably the finest lot of coming 2 year olds that 
ever has come te the races in these parts. The 
lot consists of sixteen head, all bred on the home 
place, principally the get of that sterling horse, 
Fan the Hammer, which at the time of his retire- 
ment was the best performer in eastern Texas, 
having won at all distances from a quarter of a 
mile to three-quarters. 

The pick of the basket, in my opinion, and one 
worthy of especial mention, is a chestnut colt by 
the stallion named, dam Little Jars of Marmalade, 
own sister to Little Pearls of Gallantry, which 
unfortunately went amiss while she was being 
prepared to get her name on the program.

Eckersall Is the Only Western 
Football Man Selected by 
Walter Camp. 


BEZDEK ON THIRD TEAM. 


Catlin Well Liked by Critic, but 
Shevlin Gets the Place; 
Praise for Bertke. 


Only one westerner is given a place on 
Walter Camp's all-American football eleven, 
which will be announced fn the next issue of 
Collier's. As might be guessed by gridiron 
fans in general that westerner is Walter 
Eckersall, captain-elect and quarter back ef 
the University of Chicago team, who won 
a place for the second consecutive tima A 
surprise is handed out, however, by Camp, 
who does not think enough of the work of 
Hugo Bezdek, picked by all critics in this 
section for full back on the all-western, to 
make him either first or second choice, rele- 
gating him to his third team. 

Westerners come in for a liberal share of 
representation, however, as of the thirty- 
three places Camp had to fill ten of the 
players hail from western schools, while two 
others—Tripp of Yale and Maxwell of 
Swarthmore—are ex-members of the maroon 
squad. Catlin of Chicago, Schulte of Michi- 
gan, Curtis of Michigan, and Marshall of 
Minnesota, make the second eleven, while 
on the third are Bertke of Wisconsin, Gale of 
Chicago, Tom Hammond of Michigan, Find- 
lay of Wisconsin, and Bezdek of Chicago. 


Holds Eckersall in High Regard. 

That Camp holds Dckersall in high regard 
is shown by the fact that he devotes twice 
the space co on the ability of 
the maroon that he does on any other 
man he has chosen. He praises and criti- 
cises at the same time. In speaking of Eck- 
ersail he Says: 

** Bckersall, the star quarter back of the 
west, added to his reputation in every re- 
spect this year save one. In hie big game, 
upon catching a punt he started to circle 
back with it instead of making a first start 
directly up the field, and this resulted in 
his showing less of his running ability than 
usual in that big game. His runs from 
the kickoff were strong. In one case he 
undoubtedly saved Chicago by his nerve in 
this respect, for it had been forced back 
until he stood with the ball inside his own 


Ave yard line, a third down, and about to 


kick against the wind If he attempted 
to run and Michigan stopped him it wae 
perfectely sure to score. If he puntedagainet |

If he endeavored to kick 
it out of bounds on either side the angle 
would be such that it would still leave Mich- » 
igan within scoring distance. 

It was a hard proposition, but he faces 
and did the bold thing by running, afwe. 
pretending he was going to kick, and da 
succeeded in getting around Michigan's heft 
end for a gain of over twenty yards He 
had but one opportunity for a drop kick ia 
his big game and that was a pretty 


chance. He won the Wisconsin game him 


self by a drop kick, and that was an impor 
tant contest for Chicago, a game played in 
a cea of mud; and in one of hie minor games 
he kicked no less than five drop kick goals 
during the game. 


Oalls Him Punter of First-Class. 


He is a firet class punter, getting from 
to sixty yards. His punt against the win 
across Michigan’s goal line was a kick that 
eventually resulted in a safety, d 
Michigan. As a tackler there is no better 
man on the gridiron today. Furthermore, 
when playing the backfield on a defense when 
a fake kick is attempted and the runner ie 
going around the end, Eckersall starts so 
quickly from his position after he sees that 
no kick is coming that even though the run- 
ner gets by the end he meets Eckersall al- 
most at once. In the Michigan game what 
apparently looked like a sure thing for Gar- 
rele after he circled Chicago’s end turned 
out to be only a three yard gain because 
Eckersall had come up so rapidly and tackled 
him so cleanly that he barely got around the 
end. In fact, it almost seems a pity that 
with this ed and ability Eckersall could 
not be used more on the end in defensive 
work. He is one of the most accurate pass- 
ers, if not the most accurate, in the country 
day. and Chicago’s game requires a num- 
ber of intricate passes which must be un- 
usually well done. 


Catlin’s Work Praised. 

Catiin’s work pleased Camp, but he could 
not overlook Shevlin of Yale, so the tak 
rangy chap from the Midway had to take a 
back seat for the captain of the Elis. 

“Catlin of Chicago, the captain of his 
team, was one of the powerful ends of the 
season, tall and strong.“ says Camp. He 
also had godd speed, and it was his work in 
throwing Clark back over the goal line for 
the safety which eventually enabled Chicago 
to accomplish what for years it had been 
unable to do—namely: the defeat of the 
Michigan eleven.“ 


Curtis a Marvel. 

Curtis of Michigan astonished the Yale 
man, who marveled at the speed shown by 
the giant Wolverine. Of Curtis he says: 

“Curtis of Michigan, mentioned in these 
columns last year, is a type of man the east 
has not seen, but he would be something of 
a revelation. He is heavier than any of the 
standard eastern tackles, but so quick on hig 
feet that in the Michigan-Chicago game he 
repeatedly worked through and got near 
enough to Dekersall when that young man 
was punting to make it seem as if he 
would block the kick, and if Eckersall had 
not been remarkably cool and an able punter 
the kicks would have been blocked, for in one 
or two instances he only succeeded in getting 
a kick in by his pretty side swing. Curtis 
also is good on defense. Probably he would 
have shone more on attack had he staid in 
the Chicago game. longer. He is a good 
ee and works well with a heavy back 
geld. 


Bertke Is Commended. 


Bertke of Wisconsin is praised so highly 
that many will no doubt wonder why Lamson 
and Forbes are given the preference. 

* Bertke of Wisconsin is another western 
product and an exceptionally.good one.“ com- 
ments the critic. “ He would probably be the 
choice of every critic in the west for the 
position of tackle on an all western team and 
he richly deserves it. The style of tackle play 
in the west differs from that of the east in 
that the western tackle is looked upon to 
work in a little more definitely with every 
move of the back in attack, particularly when 
the tackle is drawn back, and the eastern 
tackle on defense is inclined to play a trifle 
wider and have a little more freedompon his 
feet than the westerner. That is the dffer- 
ence between tackles like Squires and 
Forbes of the east and Curtiss and Bertke of 


| the west. Each works into his own style of 


play the best. 
Marshall a Star End. 
In speaking of the other westerners Camp 


says: 
Marshall. the colored end of Minnesota, 
stood out decisively among the ends of the 
year.

WATCH FITZ AND O'BRIEN. 


MUCH INTEREST IN WEDNESDAY’S 
FIGHT AT SAN FRANCISCO. 


Uneertainty Attends the Outcome, 
Partly Because of Doubt as to Fits- 
simmons’ Condition and the Effect 
of His Advancing Years—Philadel- 
phian the Fastest of Them All— 
MeGovern Weakened on Proposed 
Match with Batling Nelson. 


[BY GEORGE SILER.) 

Bob Fitzsimmons, the grand old man of the 
prize ring, and Jack O’Brien, un@oubtedly 
the speediest piece of fighting machinery in 
the business, will occupy the center of the 
pugilistic stage at San Francisco on Wednes- 


day night. 

The oldest and most wonderful fighter of 
this or any other age and the speed marvel 
of the present day will clash in a twenty 
round contest at Mechanics’ pavilion for the 
light heavyweight championship of America. 

The management has advertised the fight 
as being for the light heavy and the heavy- 
weight championship, but as Marvin Hart 
holds the latter title by virtue of his defeat 
of Jack Root at Reno last July the first 
ndmed title, which Fitzsimmons won by de- 
feating George Gardmer, is the only title in- 


voived. ä 

Followers of the game and the sporting 
public in general take little or no stock in 
maverick titles, such as “light heavyweight,” 
so Wednesday night's affair appeals to 
them only as a fight between two good men. 

The outcome is the all absorbing question 
and the guessing problem of the day. The 
issue bf nearly every fight, unless one of the 
contestant’s abilities as a fighter overshad- 
ow those of his opponent so far the result 
is a foregone conclusion, is a guess, but in 
this case it seems insolvable. This is for 
various reasons. When the match was ar- 
ranged those interested in the sport had 
doubts as to Vitzsimmons’ vitality to go 
through a rigid course of training such as 
would be required to cope with so young, so 
clever, and so fast a fighter as O’Brien. They 
were aware of the ill condition of his fighting 
tools and his shuffling feet. They knew pu- 
gilists of his age, were they ever so success- 
ful when in their prime, might fall a victim 
to younger opponents, and aleo that it was 
unreasonable to presume O’Brien would have 
entered into the match unless he had a good 
line on old Bob, which he got by seeing Fits 
go through his fighting stunt with George 
Gardner. 

— 

The whole affair has assumed a different 
phase since then. Fitzsimmons, despite his 
age, worn out fistic tools, spindle legs, sup- 
posedly lost vitality, and other ailments 
which fighters of his years fall heir to, has, 
it is reported, trained like a youngster, hits 
as hard as of old, and is as fast and as clever 
as in days of yore. There was a rumor, 
about ten days ago, that the grand old man 
collapsed on the road, but that was taken with 
a grain of salt by those personally acquaint- 
ed with him. Of course we, who are 2,000 
miles away, take it for granted the report» 
gent out from the respective training camps 
of the contestants are true and require no 
verification, and such being the case form 
an opinion as to the probable outcome of the 
battle accordingly. It should be remem- 
pered, however, that the management has 
gone to considerable expense to siage the 
fight, and that adverse reports anent the con- 
dition of the men at this late day would 
have a serious effect on the receipts. I do not 
wish to intimate that the stories which speak 
so highly of Fitzsimmons’ present condition 
are not true, but would advise those who 


intend wagering on.the result to wait until 
twenty-four hours before the time set for the 
men to enter the ring, as one of the principals, 
especially Fits, is apt to go wrong. 

— 

Taking it for granted that the men are in 
the condition reported and that they will step 
into the roped inclosure on feather edge, it is 
difficult to predict the result, and therefore 
not a good betting proposition. If—and 
there comes the hitch—if it could be taken 
for granted that the old fellow will enter into 
the combat, say, within 25 per cent as good 
as when he fought Jeffries at Frisco, he 
would be worth a good sized bet. In that bat- | 
tle he went around Jeff like a cooper goes 
around a barrel, and at the end of the fourth 
round he had the retired champion’s face 
running a dead heat with a hamburger steak. 
That, however, was over three years ago, and 
that many years tacked on to a man after 
passing the 40 year mark does not, like wine, 
improve him. It should, however, be remem- 
bered that Bob has been the marvel of fisti- 
ana, that he is letter perfect in every little 
detail pertaining to the fine points, and that 
he possesses the punch in either hand to bring 
a contest to a sudden close, He demonstrated 
this in all of his battles excepting those with 
Jeffries, to whom he practically conceded a 
ton of weight. During his fistic career he 
has met the best men in the country and the 
best of these, from a scientific viewpoint, was 
Jim Corbett, whom he laid low after acting 
the role of receiver general for six rounds. 
He is not what is generally termed a fancy 
or an artistic boxer, but his knowledge of 
the scientific principles of the game is such 
he beats those who fight along catchy tines. 

o> 

In the coming battle he will be hand'capped 
in age, speed, and vitality, which his hitting 
powers and general ring knowledge will p 
ly offsct. It is doubtful if his age, other th 
the effect it may have on his fitting himself 
for the fight, will be much of a handicap, as 
it is only seventeen months since he met 
O’Brien in a six round tilt at Philadelphia, 
and, according to reports, he had Jack prac- 
tically out in the final minute of the last 
round, when the autharities called a halt to 
the proceedings. His much talked of injured 
fighting tools could not have been in as good 
condition then as they are at present, as it 
was only eight months previous to his meet- 
ing Jack that he knocked them to pieces on 
George Gardner's hard head. His fistic im- 
plements have had a long rest, and therefore 

should be strong enough to carry him 
through at least ten rounds—ample time to 
land a finishing blow on the elusive O'Brien. 
Should he fail to land the punch in that num- 
der of sessions, his chances of winning will 
decrease, as the further they travel the better 
it will be for the Philadelphian. The latter, 
with youth, speed, and vitality in his favor, 
’ undoubtedly will try to prolong the contest 
to the limit. figuring his speed and rapid firing 
deliveries will net him the long end of the 
purse on points. Of course, should he happen 
to get Fitz in a bad way. he will take advan- 
tage of it by throwing defensive work to the 

winds and send out his best licks to score a 

knockout.

The impression prevails that Jack does not 
carry a sleep producer, but his record shows 
numerous knockouts, He also demonstrated 
he could hit a few lines in his recent fight 
with big Al Kauffman, whom he put to sleep 
in seventeen rounds.

Chicago’s ex-star, R. B. Tripp; is highly 
praised in the following paragraph: 

Tripp of Yale was the most capable all 
round guard of the season, and was especial- 
ly strong on the attack. His defense was 
shown by the fact that whehever a new play 
was made, although it might gain for time, 
Tripp was sure to diagnose it eventually and 
stop it with certainty and effect. In this 
quality he was a type of the entire Yale team, 
for its defense grew stiffer and more ef- 
fective as the play was repeated. This ex- 
plains in a measure Yale’s ability to keep her 
goal line intact during the season. Tripp 
was also a good man to drop back of the line 
amd either carry the ball or make way for 
the runner.“ 


Discusses Football Rules. 


Preceding his article Camp airs his opin- 
ion on the football situation in the following 
language: 

“Over a year ago the writer, through an 
open letter, which most of the newspapers 
throughout the country were good enough 
to print, advocatedethe ten yard rule—that 
is, doubling the distance necessary to gain 
in three downs—for the purpose of making 
the game of football more open. This rule 
failed of adoption, the chief objection made 
to it by coaches and players being that it 
was too radical and that it would result in 
the game degenerating into mere kicking. 

“The rule was advocated by the writer 
because he felt that radical legislation was 
imperative, and the season just passed has 
gone far to confirm that conviction. It 1s 
safe to say that thousands of those who care 
for the sport and have been willing to work 
unselnshly in its interests now believe that 
if such a rule had been adopted for the sea- 
son of 1905 the game would not have been so 
seriously arraigned before the bar of public

Honolulu, H. I., Dec. 2.—Polo is becoming 
or is one of the most popular outdoor sports. 
in the Hawaiian islands for the reason that 
about six miles from the city is a natural 
amphitheater which forms what is undoubt- 
edly the finest polo field in the world. It is 
the private property of S. M. Damon and is 
styled the Monalua field. It is level, just the 
right length for polo, and is surrounded on 
three sides by the lower masses of the Koolau 
range of, mountains, which rise abruptly 
from the level field at a slope just sharp 
enough for perfect terracing. On the fourth

side the level fleld slopes away to a terrace 
about twenty feet below its own level. Here 
are the stables and paddocks, entirely out of 
hight from any portion of the terrace which 
commands the field. 

The approach to the fleld from the main 
thoroughfare which leads from Honolulu 
is up to a level plaza, which commands the 
whole polo field and the circling mountain 
masses which form theamphitheater. From 
here a driveway has been built entirely 
around the polo field. For three-fourths of 
the way around the field it Is on a terrace 
cut out of the rising side of the mountains, 


giving a complete and a commanding view 
of the play on the fleld from any point. 
Above the driveway the mountains rise 
200 or 300 feet in gentle sloping savannahs, 
on which scores of equipages may be driven 
and halted and from which the game may be 
viewed. In other places the slope is sharp 
and would require terracing to afford a place 
for carriages. The driveway extending 
around the fleld is wide enough for a single 
row of carriages to stand while their occu- 


pants watch the game, but leaving abundance . 


of room outside for other vehicles to pass. 
On the sides of the field and on a level with

the amphitheater, there is abundant room for 
a score of automobiles.

Horseman, Who Now Is Recognised as 
Being in the List of America’s 
Foremost Reinsmen, Has Seventy 
Trotters and Pacers Under His Care 
et Farm at Palatine, Ill.Secures 
Right Training from Start—Many 
Good Racers in His Stable.

Charlie Dean is one of the few trainers and 
érivers of harness horses that make money 
in the winter as well as in the summer. 4 
does it by looking after seventy trotters and 
pacers et his farm, which is in the thriving 
town ot Palatine, twenty-six miles west of 


Chicago. 

who is now recognized as one of 
America’s foremost reinsmen, was born and 
raised at Palatine. He comes of old New 
England stock, his father moving from 
Maine to Illinois, and all through the coun- 
tryside for miles around Palatine “ Charlie” 
Dean, at he invariably is called, is a name to 
conjure with. Farms are the wealth pro- 
Gucers near Palatine, and from boyhood 
Dean has known all about farming. He 
always was fond of animals, and his first 
epeculation was a-lusty little pig, presented 
to him by his grandfather, which he sold to 
the village butcher for 69.50 a few months 
later. shen’ he graduated into another class, 
this time the owner of a calf, over which he 
wept when it was made into veal, and finally 
there came to him a donkey, which he and 
all the rest of the boys in town enjoyed to 
the full. It was not, however, until Dean 
was grown up and married that he began 
training horses for speed, and his success 
has been without parallel in the west. 


Secures Farm with Track. 


After his reputation as a handler of trot- 
ters and pacers began to be established there 
came an opportunity to secure a fine estate 
on which there was a half mile track and 
plenty of stabling, the place having been 
used as a stock farm. Dean ts a business 1 
man as well as a horseman, and he shows it 
in the management of his farm. On it he 
grows the major part of the feed for the 
horses he winters, the yield this year being 
fifty tons of timothy hay, 2,500 bushels of 
oats, and 1,600 bushels of corn. Under the: 
modern system of farming the corn is husked 
and shredded by a machine, and the shredded 
corn fodder makes the-best possible feed for 
horses and cattle.

T. Bradley, John L. Mitchell, the Messrs. 
Uthiein, and Fred Pabst Jr. being the most 
prominent during the last two decades, while 
more than thirty years ago George C. Stevens 
was prominent as the owner of the stallion 
Clay Pilot, from which horse Mr. Stevens 
bred The Moor, that was sold and taken to 
California, where he got Sultan, sire of 
Sweetheart, the first 2 year old trotter to beat 
2:80, and the famous broodmere Beautiful 
Bells, dam of Chimes and several other sons 
of Biectioneer, which have done wonders in 
the way of siring trotting speed.

The great broodmares of the Trotting R 
ister are passing away. Out in Calif 
on Nov. 26 there died Elsie, a daughter of 
Gen. Benton and Maine. Although she hed. 
a famous trotting mare in her day for a 
dam and a fast stalMon for her sire, Elsie 
never was a speedy nag. Gen. Benton, her 
sire, showed a mile in 2:20% to high wheel 
sulky years ago, and on the strength of it 
was bought by the late Senator Stanford, 
who wes then getting together the horses 
which later made the Palo Alto farm famous. 
Elaine, dam of Elsie, was a half sister to 
Dlectioneer, being out of Green Mountain 
Maid, dam of the great sire, but Elaine’s 
@ire was Messenger Duroc, a poor excuse 
as a sire. But Elaine was quite a trotter. 
She lowered the 3 year old record to 2:28 
in 187T, and was the fastest 4 year old the 
following seagon. Ultimately she reduced 
her record to 2:20, but was not exactly a 
high class racehorse trotter. 
Her daughter, Elsie, however, has made 
a name for herself as a producer of speed. 
She began breeding as a 4 year old, and her 
first foal was Salvini, by Piedmont, foaled 
in 1888. He took a record of 2:30 Then 
came Novelist, by Norval, son of Electioneer. 
This filly got a mark of 2:27 at 2 years, and 
Elsie began to be lookéd upon as a good 
mare. In 1891 Rio Alto, by Palo Alto, was 
foaled, and he trotted in 2:22% and paced in 
2:16%, it being remarkable that he should 
have more speed at the pace than the trot 
or that he should pace at all, as Electioneer, 
his grandsire, got practically no pacers, and 
Palo Alto was from a strictly thoroughbred 
mare. Thoroughbredé never pace. Elaine 
wes a square trotter, too. 


Produces Mary Osborne. 

Elste’s foal of 1892 was a filly called Mary 
Osborne, a bern trotter, as she took a year- 
Hing mark of 2:87 and reduced it te 2:28 as a 
2 year old. She was by Azmoor, 2:20%, a 
son of Electioneer from a thoroughbred 
mare. Then the old mare was bred to Palo 
Alto again, and the 1893 filly was Palita, 2 
year old record 2:16, a performance that of 
itself would have made her dam stand out 
from the ordinary brood mares. Elsie then 
was bred in turn to Truman, Azmoor, and 
Altivo, sons of Electioneer, and then to Me- 
Kinney, producing a foal by each. Her last 
foal (1904) was by Charles Derby, and she 
‘was in foal to Bonnie Direct, pacer, 2:06%, 
at the time of her death: Altogether Elsie 
has produced to date five standard perform- 
ers, one producing son and three producing 
daughters. That her roll of honor will grow 
with the years is not to be doubted 

People who have a fancy for close crosses 
of thoroughbred blood in trotting pedigrees 
will be interested in knowing that Lady 
May, a daughter of the old time running 
horse Port Leonard, who used to perform 
over the old Dexter Park track in this city 
along in the 708, now is the dam of seven 
|} standard performers at the trot and pace. 
All of them are by the Texas stallion Dlec- 
trite, son of Hlectioneer and brother to 
Sphinx and Egotist. 

Blondie Proves the Speediest. 

The fastest of the produce of Lady Muy is 
the trotter Blondie, 2:18. Several years ago 
W. O. Foote brought Blondie up north from 
Texas, and whatever the sorrel gelding may 
have lacked in the qualities that go to make 
up a race horse, speed was not one of the 
missing links, as he had it to burn. But in 
spite of the terrific clip at which he could step 
away from the wire Blondie was not muchof 
a race winner in high class company, and he 
goon graduated to ine New York speedway, 
where he has held forth with only fair suc- 
cese. . j 

It is characteristic of Eléctrite that while 
he gets a lot of standard speed, ranking, for 
his age, among the topnotchers in thet par- 
ticular, fis progeny do not get the money in 
races where there is much clas, 
they not infrequently display speed that is 
little short of phenomenal. This may be due 
to the fact that the mares with which he has 
been mated are not of as high grade as those 
on other stock farms. But although Texas 
has naturally been short on good broodmares, 
that defeot is being remedied by purchases in 
the north. One breeder at Cleburne, Tex., 
has selected a number of elegantly bred 
mares ir the north, a recent purchase being 
a record daughter of Nutwood from the Rtv- 
erside Park farm, owned by D. C. Pakmeter 
of this city, the mare being in foal to Baron- 
more.

One big 
French car and the majori.y of American 
machines shown stick to the single disk, 
while the metal cone is relied on by but two 
or three, among them befng one prominent.

The 
dea of giving a car all this power is that it 
may do ite work properly on the rough roads 
or up the hills. It stands to reason that a 
car capable of doing eixty miles an hour on 
the road would make better progress over 
rough highways or pull out of mud holes 
easier than a car with less power.“ 

Megargel in the Desert. 

“Percy Megargel, the transcontinental tour- 
ist now on his way back from the coast, is 
experiencing all kinds of adventures, his 
last feat being crossing the worst part of 
the great American desert, something never 
before accomplished in an automobile. When 
last heard from—last Wednesday—he had 
succeeded in reaching Needles, Cal., by fol- 
lowing the Santa N railroad in order to be 
near water.

It is to be an 
international event and the recent reports 
tell of the conditions under which automo- 
bilists from Germany, Italy, and Austria 
will compete.

There will be four classes of com- 
petitors, with prizes foreach. The first class 
will do eighteen miles an heur, the second 
class twenty-two, the third class twenty- 
five, and the fourth class twenty-eight.

Whether or not this tour will take the 
place of France’s annual event, the tour for 
the Pyrenees cup, has not been announced. 
If the Pyrenees trip is revived it will be 
necessary for the holder of the trophy to 
buy a new one, for the cup was stolen from 
the recent English show and hag not yet 
been found As it was a challenge trophy 
it will have to be replaced. The Pyrenees 
cup was worm by M. Serel and wag valued at 
$5,000. It was made of silver and represented 
an allegorical figure seated in a car, with 
the right hand resting on the steering whee).

Law 88 breads: If during a deal or dur- 
ing the play of a hand the pack be proved in- 
= or imperfect there must be a new 
deal.” 3 

Law 41: “ Should three players have their 
right number of cards and the fourth have 
less than thirteen, and not discover such 
deficiency until he has played any of his 
dards, the deal stands good, eto.“ 


There is a difference in the conditions de- | 


scribed in the two laws, although it is not 
apparent without careful study. The con- 
dition described in law 41 mey arise when the 
pack is not imperfect, as in the case where a 
card was dropped on the floor or became 
mixed with the cards of the other pack. It 
is, of course, the duty of each player to 
count his cards before the play begins. 
Under law 38 b a new deal would be neces- 
sary any time during the play should it de- 
velop, for instance, that there were five 
deuces in the pack or that one player had 
fourteen cards and another twelve, or that 
each player was short a card, or from any 
similar cause, or from any irregularity what- 
ever, except the one described in law 41.

One would swear that the descriptions—some in the form 
of extracts from Tilling’s letters before Martha has gone in search of him, 
others in that of entries in her diary after she started on her adventurous 
journey—must be records of an eye witness, so instinct are they with living 
reality. Such pictures of the atrocities and horrors of war probably have 
never before been produced by pen or pencil. Yet they are wholly free 
from vulgar sensationalism. They bear the unmistakable stamp of sober 
and therefore appalling truth, Here are a few samples, Some reflections 
of Friedrich's at the outset of the campaign, suggested by the efforts of 
his good friend, Dr. Bresser, to mitigate the sufferings of the wounded, 
may serve as prelude: 1 

“ When one comes to think of it, is not humanity in warfare a self- 
contradictory notion, an incongruity? It is much of a muchness with en- 
lightened faith.’ One or the other; but love of one’s fellow creatures and 
war, reason and dogma, do not go together, Downright red hot hatred of our’ 
enemies, coupled with absolute disregard for human life—there you have 
the very marrow of warfare, just as the unquestioning suppression of 
reason constitutes the fundamental condition of faith. But we live in an 
ate of compromise. Old institutions and new ideas are both alike potent 
influences.”

The desirability of having 
accurate information as to these matters 
has heen recognized in some-civilized coun- 
tries, but the United States ie not one ot 
them. In M husetts alone has an of- 
ficial effort. been made to coinpile the data 
furnished by court e and police dock- 
ets. 

Vor e Buer ek Aare Tun Tninunm has 
recorded the murders occurring annually in 
the United States, its figures are made up 
with as much care as possible, but they are 
necessarily imperfect. They do include 
all the cases and fail to give the disposition, 
made of those it does record. It happens 
often that a homicide which was calied mur- 
der when it was tirst reported i found by 
a jury to have been manslaughter or justi- 
fiable homicide. 

Regarding the great mass of other crimes 
than murder there fre no statistics which 
are of any value. Hence it is impossible to 
prove or disprove the gloomy statements 
frequently made as to the prevalence and 
inereatè ot crime in this country. Probably 
they are greatly exaggerated. it happens 
sometimes that felonies and misdemeanors 
are lumped together and an attempt is made 

to show that a community where there may 
wee have been a large number of “ drunks 
und disorderlies in the course of a year is 
„ steeped in crime.” Doubtless the increase 
in erime does not keep up with that in popu- 
lation, but there is a lack of evidence bear- 
ing on the point.

It is not wholly clear why so many multi- 
millionaires, most of them captains of in- 
dustry, should have such a flippant regard 
for their marital conditions.

When, the company is ready to begin work 
on its tunnel—it does not need a permit from 
the city—it doubtless will ask permission to 
electrify temporarily its Blue Island avenue 
line. The cars which are operated on it go 
through the tunnel: Will the council refuse 
permission? If it shall refuse the company 
will have to bring its passengers part of the 
way downtown by cable and let them make 
the rest of the jourmey as best they can. 
The people who use the Blue Island avenue 
line will be heard from at once if it shall 
become any more inconvenient for them to 
get to or out of the business district than 
it is now. The aldermen from the sonth- 
western part of the city hardly will venture 
to try too. severely the patience and good 
nature of their constituents.

A determined effort will be made during 
the present session to get congress to repeal 
the tariff on worksof art. Similar attempts 
have been made before, but with no success. 
Congress has persisted in protecting peo- 
ple who don’t wag protection. It may be 
that minor American artists wish the tariff 
to be retained. ‘There is talk in some quar- 
ters about the danger of “ opening the flood- 
gates to foreign trash.” That might curtail 
the market for domestic trash,“ but such 
a result wonld be no great calamity. The 
big Anterican artists, the only ones whose 
opinions have any weight, have no fear of 
foreign competition. They favor the tax’s 
repeal. 

Sculptors and painters ot ability are wise 
enough to see that in the long run the effects 
of free trade upon art—real art—in America 
would be favorable. The importation of the 
better class of foreign works of art would 
undoubtedly increase. American collectors 
would no | r buy pictures and statues 
and leave them in Burope rather than bring 
them home and pay the duty upon them.

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VER 200,000 thieves in the United States 
are rejoicing over the coming of Christ- 
mas. For Christmas is the harvest time 
of the crook, the skilled shoplifter, the 
bunko man, the burglar, and the pick- 
pocket—but, really, it is the pickpocket 
who reaps the real harvest, and, at 
Christmas time, thousands of thieves 
who, in ordinary times would scorn to descend to “ dip- 
ping,” turn pickpockets. 

Against this army is arrayed 50,000 organized po- 
lice and probably 25,000 private detectives—fighting 
desperately to protect millions of shoppers and gift 
Senders from the attack of the horde of robbers. 

The time of “peace on earth” really is the most 
active and energetic time of the year for men who 
live, and the few who thrive by theft. Thieves always 
are ready to steal—but at no other time of the year 
is the chance of making a rich “haul” so great or the 
opportunities for minor thefts so numerous. 

The cityward rush of crooks began with the be- 
sinning of the shopping season. The “dips,” “ gums,” 

Sneaks,” and “swipes” who have avoided the cities 
for months, who have plundered and robbed in the 
country towns during the summer and fall months,

Of this vast army of thieves—professional thieves 
men who rely upon theft for a living—the police 
authorities estimate that, at the present time, 20,000 
are in New York, nearly 20,000 in Chicago, perhaps 
10,000 in Philadelphia, and the rest scattered through 
the smaller cities.

Most of the pockets of holiday shoppers that are 
picked are picked on the. street. Pick <ets do not 
like stores. Formerly the crowds around bargain 
counters, the jams in the aisles of great stores—the 
shopping centers of the great cities—were the favor- 
ite working places of the pickpocket. But, under 
the system of detectives used by the great stores, the 
pickpockets avoid them as they would avoid trying 
to work in detective headquarters. They know that 
every door is watched by trained men, and that every 
person, especially every man that enters a store, is 
observed from the first. Also, which is more to the 
point, they know that the “get away in a big store 
is the worst possible and that the chances are that if 
a disturbance is raised after a pocket is picked every 
door man will be watching closely to prevent the es- 
eape of any suspicious character. and to be eaught 
“with the goods on is fatal.

One-of the favorite working places of pickpockets 
is at the entrances of the big stores, where the crowds 
naturally jam together, but within the last few years 
the stores have guarded not only their entrances but 
the pavements in front of the show windows, where 
pickpockets formerly found easy picking. 

The dip loves a crowd; he thrives best where peo- 
ple are jostling each other and hurrying to catch cars. 
The men who “work” on street cars and on trains 
are almost a class apart. 

Perhaps the greatest invention for the expedition 
of robbery is the chatelaine bag. It has outrivaled the 
watch fob as an aid to pickpockets. But simply be- 
cause you have your méney in your. pocket, do not 
feel secure. The expert “@ip” can get your money out 
of your pocket skillfully, and almost before you turn 
around he is gone. But the chances are ten to one 
that he will not unless you have exposed your money 
to his view. If he knows that you are carrying a large 
roll of bills in a certain pocket he probably will get 
it. In nine out of ten cases where pockets are picked 
on the street the victim has shown his or her money 
somewhere, and the “dip” simply has trailed along, 
shadowirig the victim and waiting for the chance .to 
lift the money. The chance usually: comes when the 
victim gets into a crowd. Then a sudden rush, a quick 
jostle, a momentary pushing and. c nee the 
thief and money are gone together. :

Rapidity of Action Prevents Detection. 


There is ‘slight hope ever of recovéring money 


that is stolen from you by a pickpocket. The reason 


— 


for this is that not one in a thousand persons who are 
robbed ever can give the police any definite descrip- 
tion of the criminal who robbed them. The crime is 
committed so suddenly, so rapidly, and the escape is 
made so quickly that, even if the victim detects the 
thief as he is disappearing, the description that is fur- 
nished the police would fit almost any person. 

The pickpocket can be thwarted. He is not dan- 
gerous. He dares not resort to violence or shooting— 
like his brother, the highwayman. He must secure his 
booty by skill and agility, not force. He works in 
crowds and relies on them for safety, whereas the 
highwayman lurks in dark places. The highwayman 
and the burglar also are busy at Christmas time, but 
they ply their trades in different ways. The burglar 
watches for rich displays of jewels meant for gifts or 
received as gifts. The highwayman watches at dusk 
for present laden shoppers returning home. 

The real harvest, however, is reaped by the pick- 
pocket, and he is the one to guard against. The easiest 
way to guard against him is to take preventive meas- 
ures. The curative measures may save the day, but 
it is better to prevent any attack.

How to Baffle Pickpockets. 
Some of the rules that may baffle pickpockets are 
as follows : 
Never show your money. 

Never carry money, in a hand purse, chatelaine bag, 
or chain purse. 

Never wear a, watch pinned to the waist. 

Never draw money from a bank without retiring 
to the private room to put it away. The banks have 
détectives watching. suspicious characters, but clever 
pickpockets often evade them and may follow you out. 
Don't get into crowds, either before store windows 
or on street corners. 


See who your neighbors are when you get into 
crowded street cars. 

Stop still and make sure your money is safe when 
any one jostles you unnecessarily. 

Step backwards suddenly when two men jostle 
you from either side. 

If you feel a hand in your pocket, grab the wrist 
and call for help. 

If you see a robber escaping with your property, 
don’t try to hold him; try to knock his hat off. A 
bareheaded man cannot escape. 

If your watch is stolen, and has a name or mono- 
gram in it, advertise and offer a reward for its return. 

If your watch is stolen and, has no mark in it, 
appeal to the police, and you may recover it from a 
pawn shop. 

If your money is stolen, and you cannot give an 
accurate description of the man who robbed you, then 
simply try to look pleasant and be philosophical. 

If valuable Christmas presents are grabbed from 
your hands, furnish the police with a description. 
They probably will go to a pawn shop.

Keep Close Watch on Jewelry Stores. 


That final rule applies especially to purchases of 
gems and fine jewelry. There are clever crooks who 
make a specialty of diamond stealing, who reap har- 
vests at Christmas times by watching Dig jewelry 
stores, and the person who buys a diamond and takes 
it home is running a big risk. 

The great secret of protecting yourself against 
attack is not to let the thieves know that you have 
anything valuable.

Excitement of the Robbed Aids Crooks. 


But the real fact is that the victims of these rob- 
beries handicap the police enormously, because, when 
they are robbed, they get so excited that most of them 
cannot tell whether they were robbed by a man or a 
woman, or whether he or she was white or black. 

The police of Chicago, for instance, have the 
names and records of over 5,000 known thieves who 
are at liberty. If the victim of a robbery knew what 
the robber looked like these police could pick up the 
robber within twenty-four hours. 

The police know all about these thieves; know 
where they congregate, where they live, when they 
came to town, where from, and they have pictures 
of most of them. Also they have “stool pigeons ’"— 
most of them temporarily reformed thieves-——trying 
to curry favor with the police, who watch these men 
and report their doings to the police. 

The great trouble is that the victims cannot give 
any descriptions that are worth while, and it is use- 
less to arrest a man who cannot be convicted. So, 
unless a pickpocket is caught red handed or captured 
while pawning the stolen goods, or picked up by de- 
tectives with the stolen goods in his possession, there 
is scant chance of ridding the community of him even 
temporarily. The police could send 10,000 men to 
prison in Chicago alone for. being thieves that they 
cannot convict of any specific act of thievery. 

And, if your money is stolen, console yourself with 
the thought that perhaps the thief will spend it for 
toys to make a merry Christmas for children, who, 
as yet, are as innocent as your own. 
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HE red man, misnamed and mistaken for 
some one else at his first finding by the 
immortal Christopher, has been misun- 
derstood ever since, it appears. 

His origin, language, customs, char- 
acter, and ideas all have been the prey 
of curiously baseless illusions in the pop- 
ular mind, which has imagined and be- 

lieved rather than investigated. 

But the rectifier has come; no othér than Henry 
W. Henshaw, who has made of the red man, or Amer- 
ican as he has recently been christened, a thorough- 
going, discriminating study, and who avows that, 
whereas his subject is popularly supposed to be 
nomadic, having no fixed abiding place, and wandering 
hither and yon as caprice or circumstances dictated, 
the term nomadic cannot properly be applied to any 
Indian tribe. Nearly every tribe, and every congress 
of tribes, laid claim to and dwelt within the limits of a 
certain tract or region the boundaries of which were 
well understood and defined, were transmitted to pos- 
terity by tradition, and never abandoned save to a 
superior force.

Indian Wars All Territorial. 

Debatable territory between tribes, owned by none 
and claimed by all, was the cause of intertribal dif- 
ferences and wars. Most, or all, of the tribes east of 
the Mississippi river, except, in the north and south- 
west of it, were to a greater or less extent agricul- 
tural, and depended much for food on the products of 
their tillage. “ During the hunting season such tribes. 
or villages, broke up into small parties and dispersed 
over their domains more or less widely in search of 
game; or they visited the seashore for fish and shell 
fish. Only in this restricted sense may they be said to 
be nomadic. The so-called ‘horse Indians’ and the 
plains Indians, at least after the latter aequired the 
horse, wandered widely in search of their chief depend- 
ence, the buffalo. Though most of these had no fixed 
and permanent villages, they yet possessed clear ideas 
as to the extent of their own territory, as well as that 
of their neighbors. The Athabascan and Algonquin 
tribes of the far north, where absence of agriculture, 
the wide expanse of desolate territory, and the nature 
of the game necessitated frequent changes of abode 
and forbade any form of fixed village life, most nearly 
approached nomadic life.” 80 much for one dear il- 
lusion. ’

Government by the People. 


Ideas for royalty are another popular fallacy which 
Mr. Henshaw removes, observing that it is searcely 
curious that early emigrants to America, accustomed 
to European notions of royal lineage and monarchical 
privilege, should picture the plain hamlet and tribal 
organizations of the red man with pompous terms. 
Early descriptions of the American aboriginal glow 
with grandiose references to king, queen, princes, and 
notions of hereditary rank and prerogatives. Social 
conditions more unlike the democratic simplicity of 
the typical wigwam, than are these terms from realms 
of monarehical rule are hard to imagine. While on 
the northwest coast ideas of caste, based mainly on 
property, had taken ground, this was extraordinary. 

“Equality and independence were the cardinal 
principles of Indian society.“ In the Iroquois and 
some other tribes the loftiest chiefs were taken from 
special classes which in an altered sense became hered- 
itary; but all officers were practically elected. Elec- 
tions were based on “the ability of the candidates, 
their courage, eloquence, previous services, and, above 
all, their personal popularity.”

Standing Armies Were Unknown. 
Standing armies, even in the most rudimentary 
form, were unknown; any man was free to organize a 


Wo hundred thousand babies go down to 
death every year in France for want of a 
bottle of pure milk. 

These are the babies that diligent doc- 
tors are trying to save. 

France, frightened at the diminishing 
number of little Frenchmen that come 
into existence annually, has determined 
at least to preserve to maturity those that 

do arrive and thus attempt to replenish her national 
life. 

A new born child, says great Dr. Bergeron, has fewer 
chances to live for a week than has an old man of 90 
and fewer chances to live a year than a man of 80. 
Baby ailments carry on a perpetual massacre of the 
innocents, one of whose worst enemies is an angel of 
darkness in disguise, a lovely lamb in wolf’s clothing, 
the milk which is their meat and drink. Of a thou- 
sand babies aged less than a year one-fifth die an- 
nually; exactly 202. Of a thousand old men between 
70 and $0 years of age, but ninety-six or ninety-seven 
die every year; while of those whose ages range be- 
tween 80 and 90, only 193 are visited annually by the 
angel of death. 


* * 
Milk Kills More than War. 


Thus of a million babies born in France, 200,000 are 
lost annually by death. Of these the grand majority 
might be saved if only they were properly treated and 
above all, thoroughly nourished. Statistics are witness 
to the fact that infant mortality is nearly always due 
to malnutrition which in its turn is caused by milk of 
poor quality. Of a thousand nurslings that died be- 
fore they were a year old, over a third on an average 
perish through digestive disorders. In some cities the 
average is far higher; in Nantes more than a half, 
in Troyes nearly four-fifths. 

Beside this holocaust of malnutrition other maladies 
are scarcely worth notice. Parents have a horror of 
tuberculosis, but only twenty-five babies die of this 
every year; they dread croup and diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and typhoid, and a host of other infectious, con- 
tagious, microbious diseases; but these altogether claim 
only forty little victims out of 1,000 annual infant 
deaths: Narrowing down the cause of the digestive 
mortalities statistics point unquestionably to poor 
milk, and this may be traced to a perilous ignorance on 
the part of mothers. 

An illustration of the general ignorance is the no- 


tion that the more milk a child takes the better its 


health, whereas over feeding is quite as dangerous as 
adulteration and underfeeding. When a baby receives 
too much milk it digests badly and incompletely. Be 
the milk as pure and rich as it may, it tarries too long 
in the stomach, ferments, forms poisons, produces irri- 
tation and inflammation and before “the poor mother 
knows why, baby is no more.

Microbes Rejoice Over Careless Mothers. 


In families where the mother is a worker outside the 
home other sources of peril are common; of these is 
the neglect of the bottle. This should be washed with 
boiling hot water after every time it has been used. but 
in the mother’s absorption with other tasks this is not 
always done and the bottle, to the great joy of the 
microbes, becomes the happy playground of these cele- 
brated beasties. Mischievous microbes are recruited 
by the million through the adulteration of the milk, 
the strength of which also thus is much impaired. 

Thinking to provide ceaseless comfort for her child 
during her absence the mother finally leaves her little 
one for the day with the bottle to its lips with which 
to do nothi but sip. sip, sip, from morning til) night. 
Watered milk, infected bottle, over feeding—no wonder 
baby succumbs to so great a host of ills,

Savior of Children Comes. 


Thus perish every year thousands upon thousands of 
tiny creatures who contained the germ of manhood and 
if saved, might have become most useful to their coun- 
try. The state has been much troubled but knew of no

military band and war party. his own bravery and 
power in battle usually determining the number of his 
followers; but so lax was the organization, so slight 
his authority, that an evil dream or bad omen was 
enough to scatter all his men. So loose, indeed, was 
all organization that Mr. Henshaw questions the cor- 
rectness of the term tribe, implying as it does the body 
social with central authority. The legal executive 
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cure. A private citizen came to the happy salvation of 
the two hundred thousand dying little ones. Thirteen 
years ago Dr. Budin conceived tne notion of confer- 
ences for nurslings and a number of years later this 
noble idea was executed and supplemented by the 
scheme of “Drops of Milk” which France owes to an- 
other physician, Dr. Dufour. 

The conferences are reserved for mothers whose chil- 
dren are born in hospitals. When a child comes into 
the world in a family of ease the physician is there to 
instruct the mother and watch over the health of the 
child. It is these good counsels and supervision which 
the conferences aim to give the children and the moth- 
ers among the poor. 


* * 
Mothers Taught Rules of Diet. 


The mother brings the child to thé hospital where it 
was born; there it is examined and weighed, and its 
weight inscribed on a card. The mother is then in- 
structed carefully on the manner and quantity of food 
to be given her little one. The same thing is done for 
mothers that rear their children on the bottle: the hos- 
pital gives them milk all sterilized and prepared, and 
in just the quantity that is needed for each day. The 
happy results of the conference system were evident 
during the mortal months of August and September 
when 833 nurslings died in Paris through indigestion; 
while of the fifty-seven babies brought up by the con- 
ference connected with the Charity hospital, every one 
survived.

Schools for Mothers Established. 


The people have called the conferences schools for 
mothers. The romantically named “Drops of Milk” also 
are schools for mothers. Usually annexed to the con- 
ferences the Drops are open to all mothers, be the

head, the king, Imputed to the Indians by the qolonists 
was convenient, since it assisted in their business deal- 
ings with the Indians, particularly in the enforcement 
of contracts.

In reality, sorcery was the fogridation of all In- 
dian therapeutics; diagnosis and treatment was based 
upon the belief that disease came through the presence 
and deeds of evij spirits, who must be placated and re- 
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moved 5 } incantations. “Combined with it there grew 


up u cer knowledge of the simples, one important 
development of which was what we know as the doc- 
trine of signatures, according to which the color, shape, 
and marking of plants are supposed to indicate the 
organs for which in disease they are supposed to be 
efficacious specifics.” The old women of many tribes 
wore the especial exponents of the remedial values of 
thé sweating process of many roots and plants.

~. Indian Wives Enjoyed Liberty. 

Old dame squaw wes happily not so maltreated as 
many imagine. Portrayed as a slave and drudge, who 
ceaseléssiy labored for the needs of her idle spouse, she 
was in reality the traditional home body of human 
feminine history. Besides caring for her children, she 
attended to the dwelling, the cooking, preparation of 
skins, making of clothing, pottery, and basketry. In 
many tribes she helped bring home the trophies of the 
hunt; and in agricultyral tribes she was the mainstay 
of the farm. In her tollsome round the children and 
the old men came to her aid; where slavery existed, the 
laves helped her, and in other tribes jcaptives often 
were recruited in her service. Still it is said she had 
long hours for gossip and for enjoying the special!

Husband Follows the Chase. 

Her brawny husband meantime followed the chase, 
fished and trapped, made hunting and war implements, 
and largely made the canoes. “The making and ad- 
ministration of laws, the conduct of treaties, and the 
general regulation of tribal affairs were in the hands 
of men, though in these fields woman also had im- 
portant ceremonies and most of the religious rites, also 
the task of memorizing tribal records and treaties, as 
well as rituals, which involved astonishing feats of 
memory. The division of labor was not so unequal as 
it might seem to the casual observer, and it is difficult 
to understand how the line could have been more fairly 
drawn in a society where the military spirit was so 
dominant. 

Indian communities lived in constant danger of at- 
tack, and their men, whether in ‘camp or on the march, 
must ever be ready at a moment's Warning to seize 
their arms and defend their homés and families.“

Worshiped Multitude of Gods. 


The happy hunting ground and the Great Spirit 
need elucidation if the public shall understand the 
Indian understanding of these familiar phrases. Far 
from the colossal ideas of a single powerful divinity 
was the Indian conception, which included a belief in 
a multitude of lesser spirits that resided in all things. 
His practical religion made the spirits the source of his 
good or bad fortune, whether on the warpath or the 
chase, in his wooing, and in his playing. Success in- 
spired him to offer sacrifices, costly gifts, and adora- 
tion to his patron deity; defeat impelled him to for- 
sake the author of his misfortune for more puissant 
and kindly gods. In perpetual fear he sought to propi- 
tiate the spirits of the mountain, wood, lake, and prai- 
rie, whose displeasure he dreaded to arguse. 

“The real Indian was a different.creature from the 
joyous and untrammeled savage pictured and envied 
by the poet and philosopher.” The happy hunting 
ground, Mr. Henshaw opines, serves.as well as any 
other to express the Indian’s belief in future existence, 
which is unquestioned; but he had only vague ideas as 
to its location and character, varying in different 
tribes. Of a hell and a future punishment he seemed 
not to dream, but lived confident of bliss in the here- 
after. The list of things the American knows not re- 
garding his predecessor tirelessly continues under the 
investigator’s searchlight until his spectators con- 
clude that they would find it a wearisome chase after 
a single mental conception in the public mind of the 


Américan as he is. 
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who they will, that desire to profit by their excellent 
help. The mothers are divided into three classes. To 
the extremely poor sufficient milk is given for a nom- 
inal sum to avoid the semblance of charity. In the 
second class the mothers pay more; in the last class 
are mothers of means who wish te have milk that is 
perfectly sterilized. They pay extra for this addition- 
al safeguard. In this way a sort of e¢onomic solidarity 
is created between the households of the poor and 
the rich. 

If, as is most often the case, the baby already is ill 
because of malnutrition, the physician commences by 
ministering to its ailments. When it has recovered 
the mother, thanks to the good counsels of the physi- 
cian, knows how to prevent a recurrence of the mal- 
ady. The baby is weighed for each of eight days and is 
given a card whereon are inscribed its weight, height, 
the nature of the ailmenté afflicting it, and so on. The 
examination ended, a ticket indicating the amount of 
milk necessary is given the mother. In a great many 
“Drops” consultations are held in a large salon in 
the presence of all the visitors so that each mother 


present can benefit by the advice offered her compan- 
ions.

Drops of Milk Save Thousands. 

At the Drop of Milk at Dijon, founded in 1904, 
more than sixty matrons and young women give their 
gratuitous! services every day of the week, dividing 
the work in groups of eight or ten. With their aprons 
and immaculately white sleeves, they are installed be- 
fore marble tabi measuring the milk and preparing 
the bottles which are placed in metallic haskets. In an 
hour they prepare over five hundred bottles. The re- 
sults of their Work in codperation with the consulting 
physicians is quite as remarkable as that of the con- 
ferences, although they encounter difficulties quite 
their own. The “Drops of Milk” take. not the new 
born infant but the child which has already suffered 
more or less by ignorant treatment. However, despite 
these disadvantages, of a hundred children which usual- 
ly succumb annually to fatalities caused by malnutri- 
tion one “Drop of Milk” saved ninety. They have

demonstrated themselves to be veritable saviors of 
children.

Does Not Encourage “Bottle Babies. 

It has been suggested as an objection to this infant 
rescue work that the methods favor the increasing and 
deleterious tendency to feed a baby from the bottle. 
But in reply to this argument it is urged that the in- 
stitutions merely meet the exigencies caused by a mod- 
ern custom which has been evolved through entirely 
different causes. Years ago the mother, among the 
poor, lived in the country with her fam- 
fly. Each contributed to the work on the 
hand looms and the cultivation of the garden and the 


numerous children grew up at their mother’s side. 


Today the mother scarcely has a fireside: she works 
in the factory like a man. This is why the babies are 
intrusted to the tender mercies of the bottle. The chil- 
dren treated by the “Drops of Milk,” far from being 
introduced for the first time to the bottle. have been 
saved from bottle abuses to which they have been ex- 
posed from their earliest hours.

As great as was asepsis, even greater in the 
achievements it made possible was the dis- 
covery of anzsthesia. One writhes and 
clinches his teeth in sympathetic agony when 
he thinks of a cancer of the breast being cut, 
or a leg being amputated, the patient per- 
haps screaming at = stroke of the knife.

Here and in England there is a sharp line 
of demarkation drawn between grand opera 
and comic opera, but in Burope the term 
“opera comique includes such master- 
pieces as Carmen.“ Mignon,” Manon,“ 
II Barbieri,” etc.. whereas what we call 
comic opera is known as opera bouffe or 
“ operetta,”’ and has little or no claim onthe 
favor of the Latin races. 

America abounds with good teachers, and 
when I say that it is necessary to go to Eu- 
rope to study it is not meant as a reflection 
on their abilities. I wager that I am as good 
and as loyal an American ag will be found 
in the States; but this isan English speaking 
country, and ite great force is commerce, 
and as a center for operatic study it lacks 
‘both languages, artistic atmosphere, and the 
opportunity of gaining practical experience. 
The latter is the really insurmountable ob- 
stacle which presents itself to the would-be 
home student for an operatic career; and, ad- 
mitting that she can acquire her languages, 
tram her voice, and get her style within a 
car ride of her home, where is she to G6but? 
Where is she to witness the various inter- 
pretations of her rotes by other artists, and 
where ls she to gain that finish and abandon 
which alone comes from the actual experi- 
ence of the footlights? My answer is, Italy. 
And I name this beautiful country in prefer- 
ence to any other because, apart from its 
climatic and artistic advantages, It possesses 
more opera houses within a limited? area 
than any other place im the world A village 
of 3,000 inhabitants has its dear little thea- 
ter, which tsalways a miniature opera housé, 
with its tiers of boxes, ite open auditorium 
to sing into, with no daloonles und galleries 

dutting Into the center and cutting one’s 
voice in half. Even the stage is constructed 
so that the public shall get the fol benefit 

ot the vocal efforts of the singer, and those 
who know the country will remember the 
protruding semicircle, which protects the 
singer’s voice from being lost in the wings 
and paraphernalia of the stage settings.

If you sing a phrase musftally, if you invest 


a bar of melody with the true note of pathos, 


or if you sustain a tone until it dies into 
the distance, a murmur of approval rewards 
your efforts and encourages you to do bet- 
ter things without having to wait until the 
end of the act to know whether you have 
satisfied the exigencies of your listeners. 
On the other hand that same public is merct- 
less. A faulty Intonation, a careless scale 
even a word incorrectly pronounced—will be 
deliberately hissed; and iff an artist at- 
tempts to go through a performance ac- 
centuating these defects, it may be neces- 
sary for the impresario to lower the curtain 
and close the theater; hence, the value of 
studying in Italy—for, no matter how much 
enceuragement you may have from your 
teacher and how sincerely he may believe 
in your talents, it is from the public, and 
the public only, you can get the final ver- 
dict which justifies you in continuing the 
fight for supremacy. 3

Looking back on the 
many Chicagé failures which I have counted 
in that time and upon the comparatively few 
successes, which are to be numbered upon 
the fingere of the two hands, I ehould say 
that the difference between honest business 
methods and the tricky, shyster subterfuges 
of the men who could see only the business of 
the day, accounts fully for success and fail-

Honesty and Uprightness Win. 

The cigar business is a business to be con- 
ducted on business principles of honesty and 
fair dealing. Gambling is no accessory to 
the conduct of a proper cigar store. No 
store of the kind ever built up a solid busi- 
ness with the dice box or the slot machine. 
Rather, these have ruined many bright pros- 
pects. Naturally they are likely to drive 
away the best type of customer by their as- 
sociations, and more vitally still they attract 
the attentions of employer and empboyes un- 
til the customer waiting at the counter in 
front to make a legitimate purchase is over- 
looked and goes out, never to enter the place 


again. 

Distinctly the cigar dealer who is seeking 
the best future for his business efforts has 
no more promptings to the dice cup and the 
slot machine than has the neighborhood 
grocer. A cigar gambling house is a bad in- 
vestment when the best possibilities of the 
cigar business are considered. 

To a great extent the prospective adven- 
turer into the business should have been 
„porn to it.” It is doubtful if the best tea 
taster in the world can tell an intelligent 
layman how he tastes tea in judgment of 
its quality. It is much the same with the 
cigar expert. Yet the man of average in- 
telligence can learn the business if he will 
and learn it well. But before any young 
man goes into the cigar and tobacco busi- 
ness he should benefit by an apprenticeship 
to the business. As the trade has developed 
and tastes have been educated he will not 
know en ch of himself to cater intelligently 
to his customers. To the extent that he 
lacks knowledge he should consider a clever 


clerk who is up in the technicalities of the 
tobacco trade.

As @ class, the cigar store customer is 
exacting. The emoker of a cigar ordinarily 
knows what he wants and asks for it, or he 
doesn’t know what he wants and he asks

type of man who smokes his certain 
„ pbrands, of course, and if they are in stock 
he is easily pleased. But beyond this class 
of smoker is that other numerous constitu- 
ency to which quality, shape, color, and 
aroma are requisites not associated with 
any other named product. The salesman 
is asked to choose thé cigar which will meet 
these individual requirements, often with- 
out ever having seen his customer before. 

How difficult this may be is suggested 
when it is remarked that many of these 
smokers who depend upon the dealer’s selec- 
tion are the most critical of all smokers. 
hey are the men, frequently, who smoke 
only one or two cigars a day and who, oon- 
sequently, have the keenest possible relish 
of flavor. Many of these men will spend 
25 cents for luncheon and another 25 cents 
for the after luncheon cigar; some of them, 
rather than miss the smoke, would miss the 
meals For a man of this type to be given 
an impossible cigar for any reason means 
logically that the shop will never see him 
again. Here it is, however, that the per- 
sonality of the dealer and his known willing- 
ness to right all errors and misunderstand- 
ings become an asset of tomorrow.

Cigar Trade Changed in Twenty Tears. 

As a business proposition the opportugities 
of the cigar dealer have undergone changes 
in the last twenty years, Today the box 
sales of cigars is one of the best features 
of an established business. The man who 
buys by the box knows what he wants, and 
the growth of the box trade has made it 
easier for the dealer to exploit his own 
brands. To the experienced dealer Who 
knows his goods I would say that this ex- 
ploiting of one’s own brands is a most prom- 
ising field. Buying from the best houses, 
the dealer may have his-cigars made as he 
gees fit, bearing his own private mark, and 
if he be the judge that he should be he can 
prevent the disposition of some manufac- 
turers to raise the price of a certain goods 
when the trade has been built up by the re- 
tailer. 

This ra{sing of wholesale prices is by no 
means unusual when a demand has been 
established for the manufacturer’s goods. 
But if the dealer has insisted upon building 


up a trade in his own brands he does not have 


to submit to extortionate prices leid on by 
the manufacturer; he oan find another house 
for the making, if W 


Stores No 1 Clabheuses 
Twenty years ago in Chicago every well 
known cigar store in the downtown district 
was more or less a smoking room and club- 
room for its customers. Now the downtown

his office the business man is keeping his 
cigars by the box, and out of this disposition 
has grown up the latest novelty of cigars in 
special fancy wrappers bearing the individ- 
ual’s coat of arths, his monogram, or his sig- 
nature. These wrappings are waterproof, 
the retention of the necessary 
moisture in a proper burning cigar. 
Starting a cigar store in a modern metro- 
politan city requires capital seemingly out 
of proportion to many other lines. To open 
a first class cigar store in any of the large 
cities will require from $2,000 to $5,000. In 


any case I would say to the beginner who is 


confident of himself to make certain of a 
good central site. Never mind if the rent is 
high; get the right kind of a place and settle 
down to good business methods. These will 
win out. 
1 . . 
First Expense May Be Heavy. 


When the possible beginner considers the 
$2,000 that is necessary for his venture, he 
should not forget, also, that there are cigar 
stores in Chicago which have $12,000 invested 
in fixtures alone, to say nothing of rent and 
stock. A house whose trade justifies such 
a sum in fixtures probably would have to pay 
$8,000 a year rent. 

Considering the $2,000 store as a starter, @ 
conservative division of the capital would be 
$500 for the store fixtures, the payment of 
the first month's rent, and then the invest- 
ment of the remainder of the $1,500 in stock 
on a cash basis. Under proper management 
and conditions a cigar stock should turn 
itself once a month, or twelve times a year. 
Such a store should make sales of $18,000 in 
the first year, with a net profit for the 
proprietor of at least $150 a month. After 
that, accordingly as the man has chosen. his 
place of business wisely and as his business 
methods are good, he may hope for larger 
returns. 

In the best class of business, the proprietor 
would find it advisable to invest three-fourths 
of his capital in cigars; dividing the rest 
into smoking tobaccos and smokers’.articies 
generally. With a well selected stock of 
first class goods the cigar dealer has the 
means for elaborate display of his wares. He 


«should take every advantage of his window 


room and inside his cases should be adapted 
to the best display of his cigars, especially. 
The man who buys cigars is the man who 
needs most to be pleased, and to the extent 
that he is pleased the dealer may expect 
profits from his labors. 

With a well displayed stock of the dest 
goods, in a store that is tastefully ar- 
ranged, immaculately clean, well lighted at 
all times, and which offers to all customers 
alike the prompt, business like attention of 
the store’s attendants, any capable young 
man has a business which will grow with 
him and promise him a comfortable income 
in proportion to his investment and his et- 
forts.

For instance, there ape cer- 
taim conductors on the traction lines who 
hand me my change and transfer with an 
elegance of manner which would grace a 
diplomatic reception! And Iam nota pretty 
woman-—juet an ordinary looking homo.

Competition Improves Manners. 


What is the explanation of this improve- 
ment in business manners? Simply that 
flerce competition which is so lamented by 
moralists. From evil springs good, from 
black mold grows the white purity of the lily. 
For moet business men are smart enough 
to know that the good will of the public 
is a valuable business asset; hence the 
numerous placards asking for information 
of inattention by employés, the little boxes 
for receiving complaints, criticisms, and 
suggestions. Other things being equal, the 
employer who treats his employés right and 
encourages them to treat the public right 
is the man who will get more of the public's 
money than his surly, slave n. com- 


petitor. 
Phere is still room for-improvement, but

that is the general rule, and it is a good sign 
of the times. But the treatment which each 
individual member of the public will receive 
from employés will depend largely upon the 
treatment which that individual hands out. 
My experience is that any one who will make 
a practice of speaking pleasantly and rea- 
sonably to employés seldom will receive dis- 
courtesy in return. 

It is not well to expect too much. For in- 
stance, it is not well to expect that a girl 
who is on duty for nine or ten hours daily in 
a narrow space for months and years, who 
is paid barely enough to live decently, and 
perhaps never has tasted any of the refine- 
ments or even comforts of life, should wait 
on every one of thousands of strangers with 
a sympathetic smile and an eager atten- 
tiveness. And yet the amazing fact is that 
many of them do. The saleswoman's duties 
are terribly monotonous, and she is asked 
no end of foolish questions and is handed 
many tart words and looks by ill mannered 
or inconsiderate customers. 

In the rush and nervous strain of a great, 
hurrying city we are all in danger of ac- 
quiring unconsciously an habituas harshness 
of face, manner, and speech without really 
intending to be disagreeable. But just the 
same it rasps the nerves of the tired clerk. 
For myself I require only civfl attention. I 
am not on the qui vive to take offense at a 
clerk’s “indifference.”” Why should he or 
she be otherwise than indifferent? I am but 
one of the vast throng which passes cease- 
lessly before them throughout the year. 
Then, if I get—as I often do—a pleasant 
smile and a kindly attention thrown in at 
the same price, I am agreeably surprised 
and feel that I am getting that much more 
than I pay for.

S the close of the year approaches the 
various business concerns turn their 
attention to “inventory.” And the 
task which confronts the larger of 
our commercial and manufacturing 
institutions is no small and easy one. 

In the houses where thousands are em- 
ployed and where the annual sales run into 
many millions, the taking of inventory ” 
means vastly more than it does to the little 
country store, where perhaps an extra clerk 
is put on for a day or two to wait on the 
trade, while the othér clerk, who knows the 
goods, makes the proper appraisal. For in 
the larger business an enormous stock must 
be maintained in order to care for the great

partments, where the quantities of stock on 
hand are entered. Of course, there always 
are additional items, but extra sheets are 
furnished for listing these, and the items 
which are out of stock are simply left blank. 
It is now that the importance of having the 
pricing done previously makes itself appar- 
ent.

Ozone was tried. Rew Schuyikill 
Gives Pure water contains as high as 
Water. 2,500,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. After rough 
training this number is reduced to 250,000, 
and after the ozone treatment to 5 to 55.

Signs of Approaching Storm. 

About the first sign that the season of in- 
yentory is approaching is the rattle of sta- 
tionery forms. This means that some one is 
going over last year’s samples with an eye 
open for improvements. Fully three months 
before the close of the fiscal year some one 
who has had more or less inventory experi- 
ence sets to work on last year’s forms to see 
what steps can be simplified and what un- 
necessary routine can be cut out.“ For 
inventorying on such a large scale must be 
done with uniformity and with the least 
possible complexity. This person invites 
opinions and criticisms from various ac- 
countants and other clerical experts and 
after many discussions a set of forms is 
adopted which seems best suited to the work 
ef the current year. In this same way the 
vital points in the manner of procedure are 
discussed and instructions to stockkeepers 
and foremen are gotten out and held ready 
for distribution at the proper time. 

From four to six weeks before the time 
‘for taking inventory arrives these instruc- 
tions are distributed among those interested 
and every one is required to be posted thor- 
oughly on all points affecting his particular 
case. Along with these instructions are 
furnished the proper forms for listing ma- 
terials. There is no count made at this time 
and no quantities are listed. Only the kinds 
of materials carried. 

This work is preliminary. As fast as these 
sheets are filled they are cg@liected and re- 
distributed to various purchase and record 
departments for pricing. After the items 
have been priced the sheets are held until 
the time for actual count, when they are 
again sent to stockrooms and other shop de- 


factory is shut down (usually for a period of 
one day), and all possible help is turned over 
to the stockrooms. During this operation, 
of course, the stockrooms must be dead. 
That is, no stock can be delivered or re 
ceived until a complete inventory has been 
made and the stock on the floor must tally 
with that on record. 

Then in the shop are all the orders in 
process. These must be inventoried, as the 
stock charged to these is as valuable an 
asset as that in the stockrooms, The routine 
for this part of the inventory work is long 
and complicated and we will not dwelt 
upon it. 

The shop, having disposed of ita regular 
stock and job inventory, is ready to start 
on another year’s journey, and the work of 
inventory now falls upon the clerical de- 
partments, chiefly to turn it into dollars and 
cents. 


* 7 
Heavy Task for the Clerks. 

This part of the work must be pushed with 
all possible haste. A force of ten or twelve 
men is set at work extending items, footing 
columns, and making final summaries and 
reports. This work usually requires from 
three to four weeks’ time, as the volume of 
work is heavy. 

An average inventory like this requires 
from 3,000 to 4,000 sheets, each sheet having 
space for thirty to fifty items. The total 
extensions made will range from 100,000 to 
180,000, and the total footings from 3,500 to 
4,500. When complete and bound for record 
there are three large volumes, considerably 
larger than the old family bibles which 
adorn the center tables of our country 
cousins. } 

From the time the “rattle of inventory 
terms signifies the approach of the season 
until the last report is approved and trans- 
mitted, a lapse of four to five months will 
have passed. The average cost to the com- 
pany cannot be told in less than 650 000, and 
in many cases even more. Thies seems, in- 
deed, like quite a sum to expend each year 
simply to find where one stands financially, 
but to a $35,000,000 corporation it is a mere 
drop in the bucket.

For this rea- 
son I withdrew my order and later found out that 
this store delivered fruit and that this saleswoman 
was poorly versed ae to deliveries. 

Often I have waited fully fifteen minutes or more 
before the girls got through gossiping and awoke 
to the fact that a customer was waiting. I know 
that there are many people who have been similar- 
ly treated. 

To sum up these remarks, the mam is to be the

rival has proved a failure and the merchants " 
are slowly but surely realizing this fact.

Work of the mail order workers naturally 
has much to do with the malls, both as to the 
correspondence in and out and the mailing 
from the shipping rooms. Considering only 
the Incoming mails from customers at the 
four corners of the country, this mail busi- 
ness in a house of 5,000 employés is a tre- 
mendous material job when it has been as- 
sorted to the finest lines of system. 

* * 


Rapid Work with the Hail. 

It is one of the oddities of the mail serv- 
ice in Chicago that the big mail order house 
gets 90 per cent of a day's mail before the 
noon hour. This is a further incentive to et- 
fort at answering every letter of, whatever 
kind on the day it is received, and in order 
to do this methods must be adopted for the 
quickest possible opening and sorting of the 
mail and then for the intelligent marking of 
the opened matter and its quickest distribu- 
tion without error to the proper department 
dealing with the subject matter of the letter. 

The mall opening department is one of the 
most important niches in the routine of the 
mall order business. The mere physical work 
of cutting open envelopes and depositing 
them with the sorters is a laborer's task, 
and the persone assorting them must prepare 
for fifteen minute deliveries tp the various 
departments in order to have the great vol- 
ume of the correspondence in plase before 
1 o'clock in the afternoon. Especially is 
the prompt answer to all inquiries made em- 
phatic in the mail order house and in hand- 
ling the incoming correspondence in six gen- 
eral divisions, the house lists these divisions 
into Orders, ; Inquiries, Complaints, Addi- 
tidns and Cancellations, Miscellaneous Cor- 
respondence, and Requests for Catalogues. 

Naturally, when the mail for a great mail 
order house comes in there is little in the 
wrapper to indicate the character of the 
inclosure. An envelope may contain any 
kind of letter, from almobt anybody, on any 
subject. In bunches of fifty letters each 
these letters are distributed to the readers 
for a hurried but accurate note of the con- 
tents and the throwing of it to its proper 
compartment in the delivery rack.

Intricate Correspondence Handled. 

As indicating how intricate is the corre- 
spondence of such a house the subclaseifica- 
tion of Inquiries is suggestive. Under this 
one general head the house in question finds 
four inquiry classifications and the necessity 
for a rapid accuracy in determining the place 
for an inquiry. is seen in some of the in- 
structions to the reader. For instance there 
is the inquiry from a customer concerning a 
certain line of goods which interests only the 
one department of the house, and which must 
be marked to that department by its one 
definite number or letter. With the double 
inquiry letter, where more than one depart- 
ment is concerned, a properly distinguishing 
mark is put on before it is passed to the de- 
livery messenger. There are mixed inquiries, 


also, where the correspondent asks ques- 


tions in one ‘paragraph and makes kicke or 
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complaints in another. Last, but quite 

as important as any other inquiry, is 

the letter seeking traffic information as 
to express and freight charges. 

In the general division of Complaints 
alone there are eleven subdivisions which the 
reader must have in mind as he marks the 
envelopes for delivery to the proper depart- 
ment concerned. And when all the classif- 
cations are done and set aside there is spe- 
cial desk work enough to tangle the ordinary 
correspondent not familiar with the scheme. 
Most of the special work will devolve because 
of the mis-marking of the mail at the first 
handling, too. 

First in importance of this special desk 
work is disposing of the no money letters, 
which are said by the customer mailing them 
to contain money. These are marked “ no 
money and go to a special department for 
adjustment. The letter marked “ translate ” 
is in foreign manuscript, and its destina- 
tion is easy. “ Business mail” is marked 
upon letters referring t6 house business and 
which have passed the distributers’ rack in 
error. Personal mail” is another of these 
special desk marks, while the word Boak ”’ 
is more frequently used than is almost any 
other. The word is written across the face 
of the letter inclosing stamps, when, for some 
reason the stamps are stuck together and 
need to be separated and treated in n to 
be usable at all.

Errors Bane of Business. 

Errors in the work of the mail order house 
are the things against which the manage- 
ments try hardest to battle successfully. 
An error consigned in any form to the mall 
is something which cannot be rectified in 
three times the time necessary for the first 
execution of the piece of business. In the 
piece work departments of the house the 
closest tab is kept upon, the person who 
makes errors. of any kind. 

When this piece worker has once been 
established in place he has a clean individual 
chart apportioned him by the head of his 
departmemt, showing a rating of A100, and 
he is maintained in this class without protest 
as long as the quality of his work does not 
show in any one week more than 8 per cent 
of errors, When errors are made above 8 
per cent, however, he is reduced to B class 
and 1 point is taken from his 100 mark, leav- 
ing him classed at BOO. If he shall 
remain a second week in the B. class, 
two more points are taken off, leaving 
him 597 for that week. Finally an in- 


‘ereasing ratio in deductions will leave him 


at the end of the seventh week standing B72 
In his class. This means that he is below the 
dead line average of B75, and subject to what- 
ever disposition his work in that class makes 
necessary. 

On the other hand, if this person who in a 
first or second week in the 4100 class 
dropped to the PDO classification, works there 
with the minimum of errors for his one or 
two weeks, as the case may be, he is re- 
stored his numbers accordingly as he lost 
them, until he has his clean sheet at A100. 
No matter how far he drops short of the dead 
line of 76, he has a chance to make a better 
showing, and, finally, to take his old first 
yas in efficiency of his work. 
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satistying quiet enjoyment of 
a mere competence?

“It is fully worth while to 
me to see what they have to offer, though 
at times I have thought it ie not worth the 
while of the army of contributors to which 
$500 bilis may be distributed in occasional 
ones and twos, while even the $5 notes are 
numbered by only tens and twenties.” 

In another way than by check, however, 
the aspirant for place in advertisement de- 
signing gets his reward. Asin Hterature and 
in art, there are ten persons afflicted with the 
advertising itch to the one person who can 
@eliver the goods. To be. sifted out from 
these crowded ranks, knowing that one has 
the gift to a degree worth pursuing, should 
be worth more than an occasional $5 to the 
one profiting by the selection. For it is well 
recognized that a person with this original 
gift for presenting advertising in taking 
and convincing way does not long remain in 
the free lance lists. 

In this evolution of the advertising free 
lance, however, the routes are by no means 
clearly tracked. As a free lange contributor 
to an individual establishment of.almost any 
nature, the free lance faces the condition that 
after all his careful study of the firm’sadver- 
tising, he 1s not im touch with its main ob- 
jects and the philosophy of reaching them. 
At all times there is the chance that an idea 
worthless to one institution is likely to be a 
gold mine to another one. Or it may be that 
while such an idea is worth $10 to the house 
to which it is submitted, the same idea pre- 
gented to the house it really is adapted for 
might bring ten times ae much money and 
honors and prestige.

Aim Ideas at One Firm. 

The whole aim of the adventurer into spe- 
celal ideas for advertising is directed at some 
one institution of note, to which the con- 
tributor may have been attracted by some 
already clever displays of print ‘and colors. 
Many times the advertising department of a 
cereal house, for instance, gets anidea which 
it cannot use, but which a little knowledge 
of conditions suggests might be a ten strike 
in the advertising of a brand of whisky, per- 
haps. The result is that the cereal map. 
drops it and the whisky man never hears of 
it, and the contributor of the idea is discour- 
aged. 

‘It is here that some of the advertising 
agencies and lithograpbing institutions come 
in as the exploiters of this new talent seek- 
ing the advertising field. If whimsicality 
shall continue to give the publicity that it 
has given in the past, the best examples of 
de whimsical, properly executed and placed. 
must continue in demand. Whimeicalddeas, 
as is well .znown, do not always come out at 
the bidding, or the digging, of the one court- 
ing the muse of Whims. The whimeical catch 
line, or situation, or suggestive description 
most often is the result of a happy thought 
popping into the head and afterward being 
rounded to a fetching whole that shall ap- 
peal to both the eye and the reason. For 
always in effective advertising there is a 
reason. Without this reason the brightest.

Clever Rhymed Ads Pay. 

In times past the cleverness of a rhymed 
ad meant a good deal for certain advertisers 
in certain lines. A certain young man in Chl- 
cago had been contributing an occasiona bit 
of verse to the poetry column of the New 
York Sun, and for each accepted set of lines 
he got a check for an unvarying $3—whether. 
long or short, better or worse than another 
one—always the 88 each. At the time a friend 
of the poet was advertising manager for 
the New York Times, and in the course of 
his work had been trying hard to land 
a meat packing concern which had been fight- 
ing shy. Finally the advertiser wrote his 
Chicago friend that if this concern could be 
presented with a neat bit of verse showing 
the superiority of its hog products, the agent 
could dispose of the verses for a fair price 
and land the packer at the same time, 

That evening the Chicago poet sat down 
and did the verses, sending them on ‘next 
morning. In a few days a letter came from 
the advertising manager inclosing two let- 
ters from the packer's house. The first let- 
ter declined the opportunity of accepting the 
verses for insertion in the Times, but. sug> 
gested that it.would pay a fair price for the 
poetic effort if the manager would sell. 
dently the manager was piqued, for his price 
on the twenty lines of effort was $50 and 
the packing house declared that $10 was the

Profits for Bodding Geniuses. 

It is such a story as this, perhaps liberally 
embellished, which has served to inepire 
the littérateur and the- tist with brush and 
pencil to turn toward the advertising horizon, 
For the novice in literature and art there 16 
a chance in the advertising field hich mage 
promise an occasional $5 bill and a good deal 
of incidental experience, For the peréon 
feeling the genuine afflatus prompting to ad 
vertising expression, the acceptance of half 
a dozen telling ideas by any one business 
establishment should be encouragement be- 
yond the price received for the work. One ot 
the troubles of the advertising manager who 
gives his time to the examination of these 
ideas is that the novice, flattered out of 
all sense of perspective by this considera- 
tion, asks a price that is impossibly absurd, 
For example, a manager not long ago 
had an offer of two sets of rhymes which 
were above the average. At the moment he 
was not using a single publication in which 
rhymed matter would fit, but In anticipa- 
‘tion of such an opportunity, he wrote to the 
correspondent, telling her the circumstances 
and saying that if she cared to make a 
reasonable price for the rhymes, he would 
buy them and hold them. In reply the 


woman showed her disappointment at the 


prospects, yet in a spirit of meeting the ad- 
vertiser half way she said she would accept 
$50 apiece for the verses! Later she offered 
both of them to the manager for $5, but his 
interest nad gone.

USEFUL RAINY DAY PETTICOATS 


ETTICOAT problems for rainy days are an- 
swered by the new skirts in the shops. 
Many of the new fabrics which are now 
offered as substitutes for silk are more cost- 
ly than the cheaper grades of the silk itself. 

Alpaca is the favorite black skirt, 
which combines slight warmth and water- 
proof qualities, and these come in all prices, 
from the little so-called golf skirt, with sim- 
ple side plaiting at a little less than $3, up to 
the more 6laborately made and finer quali- 
ties, which come at $7 and§8. There isa ailk 
ru on one side of the alpaca skirt which 
suggests a useful combination in which to make a pet- 
ticoat with one of the attachable flounces, which goes 
on with a few buttons and buttonholes. The simplest 
and most popular way of making these silk flounces 

{is to aew one narrow bias ruffie to another, making 

the ruffies first with the narrowest of hems and at- 


teaching them to each other with the least possible 


fullness. The result is a flounce which grows wider 
rapidly and which is practically circular. 
Ss ** 

Colored alpaca rivals silk in the beauty of its 
shades. Skirts which come in rich, soft violets, ce- 
rises, and blues are as elaborately made as silk, and 
can be had as low as $5. These are guaranteed to 
wash if necessary, and have just enough weight to 
strike a happy medium of warmth and lightness. In 
the getting of the colored alpaca to make up the buyer 
is handicapped as to colors. Exquisite shades in 
reds and blues and even violets are to be found, but 
nearly all at the dollar mark, and frequently running

even over that price. There is no comparison in the 
quality of these with that of the ready made grades, 
which is not nearly so good. The ready mades are 
of a fair 50 cent quality, while those in the dollar 
grades have the luster and almost the softness of silk. 

Fancy and figured alpacas, usually found in the 
basement sections, are also attractive for skirtings 
and can be had for a half dollar. Among these are 
the black, with tiny threads of white, which are at- 
tractive and so popular as to be exceedingly hard to 
find ready made.

Gloria is another material now being used in the 
ready made skirts, which is almost impossible to find 
on counters, except in black. Here it comes in three 
qualities, one at 75 cents, which is almost lusterless, 
one at a dollar, and one at a dollar and a quarter, 
which, although seemingly high, has the finish of a 
peau de sole and is of width enough to make it a splen- 
did ghoice for a long wearing petticoat. Where col- 
ors are wanted in goods of this quali :- 
silk among the warranted kinds which s«s much 
the look and feel of a fine piece of gloria at nearly 
the same price. 

The petticoats with jersey topes are now finished 
with sateen as well as silk flouncings, and solve the 
problem of an underpetticost for the stout person 
to perfection. As good a top can be secured in one 
of the dollar and a quarter satine finished ones as in 
the 85 silk variety, and, as the tops will outwear a 
dozen flouncings, the reason for buying a satine one 
to refurbish later with the comparatively small 
amount of silk required is obvious,

RIVOLITY appears to go to the full length 
when it decorates ghin and fancy fabrics 
with strappings of broadcloth, and yet it 
seldom hits upon anything which holds more 
possibilities of making over.

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Old and new fashions is well worth setting 
up as a separate department af household 
science: Gas is almost ; a greater enemy to 
books than it is to plants, and the fashion of 
using open book shelves so dear to the mod- 
ern woman's ideas of what is “ fit’ is de- 
structive in libraries Which do not have the 
other new fashion of electricity to keep pace 
with it. Old leather books are so affected 
by gas that they will crumble unless they 
are occasionally touched over lightly witn 
vaseline. Water is another preventive of the 
decay, and pans of. water with large ex- 
posed surface should stand either under or on 
top of the bookcases. 

What to do with heavy and out of date 
furniture which will not bring any price 
worth selling it for is a question that can be 
‘answered by making it over. The use of 
sideboards and bedsteads which have hand- 
somely grained wocden panels, in reproduc- 
tions, is becoming so common with cabinet- 
makers that it suggests a little original de- 
signing of this kind done under one’s own 
roof, Old mahogany washstands and other 
pleces of well seasoned wood can be re * 
into cabriole legs for chairs or utilized for 
panels in sideboards. Handsome panels in 
bedsteads can be beveled off into table tops 
to replace ojd ones of black marble. Objec- 
tionable features can be taken off from good 
pieces of furniture, such, for instance, as the 
little festoons of drapery suggesting funeral 
decorations which appear on the less of 
tables and chairs which are otherwise well 
designed. Large furniture stores where a 
‘clever designer is employed will charge a 
high price for just such work. 

Where the amateur designer is apt to 60 
wrong is in the design, but illustrated works 
and publications in furniture are so common 
that a fittle study of the subject will ac- 
complish wonders in one’s idea of design. 
For those who have preserved the wooden 
beds of a decade or two ago, which had high 
square footboards and headboards in corre- 
sponding design which reached to the piciure 
molding, there has now come a rescurce in 
cutting down the headboards to a height but 
slightly exceeding that of the footboards.

Total Results of Season Estimated at 
240 Moose, and That of Smaller Ani- 
mal Will Reach Record. )

The number of moose shippéd on the Ban- 
gor and Aroostook railway in 1901 was 200, 
and the nearest approach to that big figure 
was in 1008 with 28383. There seems to be no 
reason to doubt that the latter figure will 
be more than equaied this year, but there Is 
a question if the showing made in 1.01 wii be 


reached. 


Walle probably two-thirds of the moose 
shot in the state pass through Bangcr, it is 
not probable the shipments here account for 
more than from oné-sixth to one-fifth of the 
deer brought down tn the whoie game region 


of the siate. 


Tne Novémber shipments on the Bangor 
and Aroostook were 2,170 deer. 76 moose, and 
16 bear, with a total of 3.711 deer, 157 nioose, 
and 20 bear for the season to Dec. 1. 
are, it is estimated, from 50 to 70 mooxe heads 
now at Masar@is and other northern points 
where taxidermists are engaged. Estimat- 
ing this number at 60 makes a total of 217 
over the Bangor and Aroostook. which is 
about nine-tenthe the total at Bangor, or 
about 240 moose for the season, exceeding 
everything for the last ten years except 
1801. Until the taxidermists’ work is un- 

- Ished, therefore, it can be seen that no defi- 
nite conclusion can be established.
